VIRGINIA-BRED 
TURF CHAMPION 
PARADISE CREEK 
DIES AT 22 

P aradise Creek, the Virginia-bred who 
took honors as the nation’s turf 
champion of 1994, reportedly died 
on April 4 in Japan. 

The son of Irish River (Fr) out of 
North of Eden (Ire), by Northfields, stood 
at Arrow Stud on the island of Hokkaido 
through 2010. Among his leading off¬ 
spring were T M Precure, Japan’s juvenile 
filly champion of 2005. 

Bred and campaigned up to his cham¬ 
pionship season by Bert Firestone, Paradise 
Creek counted five stakes wins or placings 
at 3 for his breeder, including a victory in 
the Grade 1 Hollywood Derby and a sec¬ 
ond in the Breeders’ Cup Mile Stakes-Gl. 

After Paradise Creek won two graded 
stakes early in 1994, Japanese owner Masa- 
yuki Nishiyama presented Firestone and 
his wife, Diana, an offer that could not be 
refused. 

Paradise Creek cut a wide swath his 
Eclipse Award-winning season, with eight 
victories, two seconds and a third from 11 
starts (all stakes), and counted Grade 1 
wins in the Arlington Million, Washington, 
D.C., International and Manhattan Stakes. 

Paradise Creek remains the all-time rich¬ 
est runner bred by the Firestones, and is the 
second-leading Virginia-bred money-earn¬ 
er of all time, with earnings of $3,216,415. 


HATS OFF TO HORSES IN JAPAN 


H orses in the Fukushima Prefecture 
of Japan, whose lives have been 
threatened by the radiation leak 
from the crippled nuclear power plant 
and subsequent evacuation of the area, 
are getting some help courtesy of a 
charitable project started by Winchester 
Farm in Lexington, Ky. 

Winchester’s owner, Dr. Naoya 
Yoshida, has organized a “Hats Off” 
program, modeled after the successful 
annual fundraiser at the Kentucky Horse 
Park, and is asking the industry for help. 

Yoshida is asking breeders, trainers, 
owners, jockeys, sales companies, race 


tracks, veterinarians, blacksmiths and 
others to send as many of their logo 
caps by June 15. 

He will, in turn, send them on to 
Japan where they will be sold to horse 
lovers all over the country to raise money. 
Winchester Farm will pay the shipping 
fees, and Yoshida has organized a team 
in Japan to sell and distribute them there.

BROTHER’S ANGEL 



G rowing up on her fam¬ 
ily’s Elberton Hill Farm 
in Darlington, Md., Jane 
Chrismer was surrounded by 
horses and horsepeople, and rid¬ 
ing came naturally to her. “I was 
the youngest of five children, and 
we always had our ponies,” said 
Chrismer, whose mother, Boo 
Chrismer, is the oldest child of 
Elberton Hill’s longtime propri¬ 
etors, the late C. Frank Hopkins 
and Martha Hopkins. 

“For a while we were part of 
the Churchville Pony Club,” said 
Chrismer, now 22. As she got 
older, the search began for the 
right horse to replace her pony. A 
few prospects looked promising, but they 
all fell through. 

Then Frank Hopkins gave Chrismer a 
hfe-changing gift: “One day when I was 
15, my granddad just pulled up next to 
me on the driveway at the farm and told 
me that he had this horse who was retired 
out in one of the fields, and that I could 
take him and use him if I wanted him. I 
didn’t know much about the horse until 
that time, because the kids and ponies 
were pretty much separate from the race 
horses.” 

“This horse” was Brother’s Angel, an 
Elberton Hill homebred who had been a 
solid, reliable performer for the Hopkins 
family from 1997 to 2001. The gray geld¬ 
ing was sired by home stallion Perfecting 
from stakes winner Masked Barb (by 
Masked Dancer), also the dam of home¬ 
bred Perfecting stakes winner Elberton 
($289,560, Maryland Million Turf S, 
Mister Diz S, etc.) and $267,436-earner 
Masked Wolf. 

Trained by Luigi Gino, Brother’s 
Angel made 48 hfe time starts, won five 
of them, finished second eight times 
and third six times. On three occasions, 
he represented Elberton Hill in the 
Maryland Million Turf, finishing a game 
second to another Harford County prod¬ 
uct, Bonita Farm’s venerable Wins ox, in 
the 1998 renewal. By the time he headed 


back home to the farm at age 7 in 2001, he 
had earned $146,541. 

But these specifics were unknown to 
young Chrismer, and just as unimportant. 
T don’t think my grandfather expected 
me to take him seriously or fall head over 
heels in love with the horse, but as soon 
as he said that, I was out there grooming 
Brother every afternoon,” she recalled. 

Chrismer gained experience with 
Thoroughbreds when she worked for a 
family friend, Becky Cory, who had a 
small breaking operation in Taneytown, 
Md. She also spent three weeks in England 
one summer riding out for trainer Denis 
Coakley. 

“So I’d known about the whole process 
of having to take your time and be really, 
really slow with them,” she said, adding 
that Brother’s Angel very quickly became 
‘the love of my life.” 

Chrismer said that one of her dearest 
memories is of her grandfather sitting on 
the front porch at Elberton Hill watching 
her graze Brother’s Angel on the lawn. 
Hopkins died just a few months after giv¬ 
ing the horse to her. Distraught, Chrismer 
sought solace with her new best friend. 

“It was interesting, because the evening 
my grandfather died, I went out to the 
field and was kind of weeping, sitting with 
my head on my knees. I had been spend¬ 


ing so many hours with Brother 
that I went out and sat with him, 
because he was the one I wanted 
to be with. So I was sitting there 
on the ground and I feel this 
big bump on my back. It was 
Brother’s foot. It wasn’t hard, he 
just rested his foot on my back 
and then took it off and put it 
on there again. I stood up and 
gave him a big hug, and at that 
same moment he wrapped his 
head around me and gave me a 
hug back. He is so amazing.” 
Thanks in part to Chrismer’s 
1 patience. Brother’s Angel 
became everything Frank Hop¬ 
kins had hoped he would. 
Advised and supported by mentors John 
and Becky Cory, Chrismer discovered 
that Brother was a naturally gifted jump¬ 
er who took to foxhunting like a duck to 
water. John Cory suggested that Chrismer 
and Brother start going out with the 
Andrews Bridge Hounds. 

“I was one of the youngest people 
in the field, and I befriended an older 
gentleman, George Tydings, who just 
loves Brother. He thinks he is a gorgeous 
horse and that we are just a gorgeous 
pair. He urged me to gallop up in front 
of the pack and open gates for all of 
the older people. He has always been so 
encouraging.” 

Now a senior majoring in American 
studies at Washington College in Ches- 
tertown, Md., Jane still has Brother 
nearby. Although she spent her final 
semester carrying a heavy course load, 
she continued to work part-time at 
Tom and Chris Bowman’s Dance Forth 
Farm, about five miles from campus. 
Brother is turned out at Dance Forth 
with retired broodmares What a Gaylord 
and Timeandaword. While Chrismer 
hasn’t yet decided what path she’ll take 
after graduation, she is certain of one 
thing-she’ll do everything possible to 
make sure that Brother’s Angel comes 
along.

Ex-race horses can 
have real value in 
the show ring 


| t ? s time to face reality regarding Thor¬ 
oughbred retirement issues. There are 
many race horses who-for whatever 
reason-are unable to earn a living on the 
track. 

The industry will never raise enough 
money to fund 20 to 30 years of care for 
all of the horses who need it, no matter 
what anyone does, or how noble their 
intentions are. 

But the situation is far from hopeless. 
First, we need to prove to the pleasure 
horse world the true value of Thorough¬ 
breds. A strong monetary incentive pro¬ 
gram is the key to doing that, and it will 
save far more horses per dollar than merely 
funding retirement stations. Every horse 
show and three-day circuit should become 
eligible for sponsorship dollars to further 
this cause. 

In Maryland, several concerned individ¬ 
uals and businesses pooled their resources 
and came up with a $2,500 purse for the 
Maryland Thoroughbred class at the Mary¬ 
land Horse Shows Association finals in 
2009 and again in 2010. The response was 
amazing. I never dreamed we would draw 
39 entries (the number who participated in 
2010) with $20,000-let alone $2,500. 

Suppose this were a well-publicized 
national program. The possibilities are 
limitless. 

Ironically, Thoroughbreds were in great 
demand for the show ring some 20 or 30 
years ago. Subsequently, the trend shifted 


toward European Warmbloods. Years ago, 
it was common practice to sell horses off 
the track as pleasure horses. Now it is 
almost impossible to give them away, no 
matter how nice they are. 

If more of the retirement funds were 
shifted away from the farms that house 
such a small percentage of the population, 
to events, we would save far more horses 
and they would have a better fife being 
used. 

Then the industry must take on the 
unpopular challenge of developing some 
sort of euthanasia program for horses who 
do not have the personality or soundness 
for retraining. We can no longer pretend 
that these horses don’t exist. Horses are 
better off having their suffering ended 
than standing in a field with minimal 
care, nourishment or shelter. As the herd 
ages, older horses are abused by younger 
pasturemates; it’s part of nature, but that 
doesn’t make these horses’ suffering any 
less painful. 

In today’s economy, it is simply unre¬ 
alistic to think that so many “unwanted 
horses” (and, while we’re at it, let’s come 
up with a more constructive label for 
them) will have proper care. 

No one wants to discuss this aspect, 
so let’s start with expanded horse show 
opportunities, and the great press that will 
go along with that, and see where it takes 
us. ^

Runcos reign at 
Charles Town 

Trainer Jeff Runco’s milestone 3ft00th victory is just one 
measure of their enduring success, by Maggie Kimmitt 


J eff Runco, Charles Town's all-time 
leading trainer, and his wife and part¬ 
ner Susan Runco were having an 
especially hectic week. Two mares were 
ready to foal at their Coleswood Farm 
in Ranson, W.Va. Their sons, Robby and 
Jeremy, were coming to town to attend the 
Charles Town Classic. Two contenders for 
that $1 million Grade 3 stakes for older 
horses-Craig Dollase-trained Awesome 
Gem and Bob Baffert-trained Game On 
Dude-had shipped into Runco's Charles 
Town barn to prepare for the race. And 
Runco was just three victories shy of 
achieving his milestone 3,000th career win 
(which came on April 23 at Charles Town). 

Butin their trademark seamless fashion, 
the couple was taking the ramped-up activ¬ 
ity level in stride. That unflappable steadi¬ 
ness has been the cornerstone of not only 
their careers as horsepeople, but also of 
their 25-year marriage. 

Runco, a former jockey who started 
out working on a farm near his childhood 
home in Omaha, Nebr., and came East to 
ride Bud Delp's second string at Bowie, 
first met Susan Terhune in the paddock at 
Charles Town when he was named to ride 
one of her horses. As Susan tells it, “The 
jockey who was supposed to ride for me 
was sick and went home, so the stewards 
put Jeff on my horse. I gave him a leg up 
on the horse, he rode her, and I think they 
finished second. He rode a few more for 
me after that." 

“And she knew I was the man," her 
husband interrupted. “Lucky her!" 

While his career as a rider was some¬ 
what short-lived—1,631 starts, 160 wins 



and $976,747 in earnings—his relationship 
with Susan took root and flourished. 

“I had a few horses of my own that I 
was running and was just basically starting 
out in the business," said Susan Runco, 53, 
who grew up in Florida, where her father 
was an engineer for the space program. 
“My mother rode show horses and that 
kind of thing; I really got into it when I 
was in college at the University of Virginia. 
I broke yearlings to work my way through 
college, so I ended up getting on a lot of 
young horses that went to the race track." 
She worked for Delmar and Noel Twyman 
while at UVa, then spent some time as an 


exercise rider for Charlie Lewis at Laurel 
race course. She also had a brief career of 
her own as a jockey-a fact that she down¬ 
plays. “That was never part of our plan," 
she said. 

When size became an issue for Jeff 
Runco, he switched gears in the mid- 
1980s. “I got heavy and started fighting 
my weight, so that was it,” he said. “Then 
I started training-just our few horses at 
the beginning, and the stable grew slowly. 
Susan had been training before we met, 
so she already had her homebreds. Then 
I picked up a client or two that I'd known 
from when I was riding. 

“It took a few years, but as a whole, it 
probably took off faster than most people. 
But we just started out with a small stable 
and it just gradually grew over a few years, 
and within four or five years it got to be 
a sizable stable. And the kind of horses 
we had in the beginning fit here. We had 
lower-end horses, but then as this place has 
gotten better, we've upgraded our stock 
and our clients and kind of built up from 
there. Now we're racing all over the place.” 

The couple purchased Coleswood, their 
30-acre homestead, in 1985. 

One barn and a house trailer were all 
that stood there when the Runcos moved 
in. They built their house the following 
year, and have fenced the property twice 
over the past 25 years. The couple leases 
a farm across the road to house retirees. 
“We've got a couple over there now that 
are getting ready to go to CANTER and a 
few other ones," said Jeff Runco. 

The existing barn has been added-on 
to, and about three years ago a broodmare 
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Main barn has 20 some stalls and beyond that is the hot walking machine, which plays a 
key role in legging up horses. All the fields have run-in sheds, some with stalls to ensure 
horses get the proper rations. The residence overlooks mares grazing in the field. 


barn was constructed on the hill overlook¬ 
ing the farm. Amenities include a jogging 
machine, which is covered, and the run-in 
sheds. The two barns encompass 29 stalls. 
“We’re finished-there’s no room left. The 
only option we have is to go elsewhere,” 
Susan Runco said. 

For a time, that’s exacdy what the 
Runcos did. When Jefferson County vot¬ 
ers failed to approve expanded gaming 
in a 1994 referendum, and Charles Town 
shut down literally overnight, the Runcos 
and their two boys headed north to Penn 
National and set up shop, with a few of 
their clients following along. Jeff Runco’s 
success continued: he was “second or 
third-leading trainer all four years.” 

With Coleswood Farm leased out for the 
time that the family spent in Pennsylvania, 
Susan Runco —a biology major in col¬ 
lege-completed her master’s degree in 
that field and tried her hand at another 
profession. 

<( When we were in Pennsylvania, we 
didn’t have the farm; he had the horses at 
the track,” she explained. “So I worked full 
time as an environmental consultant. I did 
mostly wetland and aquatic studies. I tried 
to carry on and keep some of my clients 
when we came back here, but I was driving 
back and forth to Pennsylvania and it was 
too hard. I couldn’t do it all, so I phased 


that out and handed off my clients to other 
people I knew up there in the business.” 

When the family returned to their farm 
in 1998, after video lottery terminals began 
to usher in a new era of prosperity at 
Charles Town, they resumed their breeding 
operation. 

‘With the new purse structure here 
in West Virginia, it was then a lot more 
lucrative to breed here again,” Jeff Runco 
noted. “We usually breed five or six mares 
per year, but we are up to about nine this 
year.” 


Susan Runco, who handles many of 
the breeding decisions for their program, 
proved her acumen many years ago when 
she bred a horse who found his way to the 
Triple Crown trail: Dusty’s Darby (Bob’s 
Dusty—Princess Darby, by Big Darby), 
a two-time juvenile stakes winner who 
was runner-up in the 1984 edition of the 
Arlington-Washington Futurity-Gl. 

The most successful horse the Runcos 
have bred at Coleswood is Sea Rescue 
(Brahms—Heater, by Dixieland Heat), 
who carried their colors to victory in last

year’s $500,000 West Virginia Breeders 
Classic on what became one of the biggest 
nights in Jeff Runco’s training career. 

Runco saddled the winners of three 
of the nine races on the Classics card, the 
others being David Raim’s Golden Set 
(Vincent Moscarelli Memorial Breeders 
Classic) and Stowe White (West Virginia 
Division of Tourism Breeders Classic). 

The Runcos attend auctions to find 
stock for most of their clients. “We buy 
a lot of young horses at Keeneland every 
year. We do breed a lot, but basically, the 
last four or five years we’ve gone to the 
sales to really upgrade our stock,” Jeff 
Runco said. “We’ve gotten lucky and got¬ 
ten some nice horses and just stayed steady 
at it year after year, trying to make good 
investments with young horses.” 

Susan Runco added: “We’ve done well 
selling young horses. Some of the brood¬ 
mares we’ve bought, we’ve sold horses out 
of them.” Craig Bandoroff’s Denali Stud 
consigns youngsters-weanlings and year¬ 
lings-for the Runcos at Keeneland, and 
they also work with Bayne Welker. “We try 
to surround ourselves with good people in 
this industry,” she added. 

That philosophy has undoubtedly 
helped make Jeff one of the perennial 
leaders in the Charles Town rankings. With 
45 stalls, his is one of the largest outfits on 
the backstretch. Assistant Steve Blackford 
has been with Jeff Runco for more than 
20 years. Said Susan Runco, “Steve started 
working for us right out of the Navy.” 

When pressed to identify people who 
have been particularly influential in his suc¬ 
cess, Jeff is intentionally generic. 

“I don’t really like to mention anybody’s 
name because there’s going to be someone 
you accidentally don’t mention. . . so I like 
to put it in a broad base. We’ve got really 
good guys that like the game and let us 
do our thing. It’s a good mix. We’ve got 
guys who want to buy at the sales, we’ve 
got breeders that we train for that send us 
their own stock, and we’ve got our own 
horses. And then we have our clients that 
send us horses from other race tracks like 
New York or Philadelphia [Parx] that they 


send to race because the purses are so 
good here.” 

Neil Glasser and Germania Farms are 
two clients who have been with the Runcos 
for many years, as was the late Carey Miller. 

‘We’ve had horses with Jeff and Susan 
for about eight years,” said Terry Finley 
of West Point Thoroughbreds. “They’ve 
always been wonderful to work with. Very 
professional. Very pleasant. Fine ambassa¬ 
dors for our game. And even though their 
son went to the Naval Academy I’m still a 
big, big fan,” he said with a laugh. 

Jeff Runco might be reluctant to name 
names when it comes to his achievements, 
but there is no question that, to date, his 
career horse has been Researcher. The 
Virginia-bred son of Two Smart and the 
Apalachee mare Wild Magnolia earned 
the trainer his first graded stakes win 
in the Queens County Handicap-G3 at 
Aqueduct in December 2008. Owned by 
the late Hermen Greenberg, Researcher 
won three consecutive stakes that year, 
and then one-upped himself in 2009 by 
scoring in the inaugural running of the $1 
million Charles Town Classic, defeating the 
ultra-tough Commentator. His stats were 
impressive: he recorded multiple Beyer 
speed figures of 100 or more and set 
the Charles Town mile and an eighth 
track record in 2009 with an eye-popping 
22 1 A-length blowout in allowance company. 
When Greenberg died at age 89 in March 
2010, Researcher was sold to Zohar Ben- 
Dov’s Kinross Farm. He remained under 
Runco’s guidance long enough to defend 
that Charles Town Classic title, winning 
the 2010 renewal over Awesome Gem and 
Redding Colliery. 

“Researcher has been a very success¬ 
ful horse, but he’s just a part of the big 
picture,” Susan said. “And the strong client 
base continues to build.” 

With Jeff running the show at the track 
every day, Susan holds down the fort at 
the farm, among numerous other essen¬ 
tial duties. “Susan does the mares, babies, 
layups that are getting legged-up on the 
machine, young horses-just everything 
that goes on here,” according to Jeff. “As 


well as the accounting, office work, payroll, 
taxes, workers’ comp. It gets a tittle crazy 
sometimes, especially between January and 
April. And there’s just a lot of paperwork.” 
Admittedly, sleep is at a premium at that 
time of year. 

Yet despite the frenetic schedule, Susan 
still makes time to ride regularly and even 
occasionally manages to compete in hunt¬ 
er/jumper shows on the “A” circuit with 
trainer Ken Krome. “One horse I’m show¬ 
ing now [in the hunter division] is from 
Philadelphia Park. He just couldn’t run. 
But he’s a nice horse in the show ring 
and he does really well. It’s hard; I don’t 
get to go to all of the shows, and usually 
I’ll rush in, show, and rush out again. My 
trainer is in Maryland, so I’ll meet him at 
the shows. Sometimes the horse will go 
to the show and be there two days before 
I am. The other horse I’m showing is for 
a friend who is an upper-level event rider 
named Sharon White. He’s an Australian 
Thoroughbred and is a really neat horse. 
She evented him through advanced and 
took him to England last year. I ride 
him in jumpers now; his name is Russian 
Roulette.” 

Jeff goes to the shows as much as their 
schedules will allow. “He usually tries to 
make an appearance at Upperville every 
year. It’s close, and the dogs [miniature 
wirehaired Dachshunds Pickles and Olive] 
can go. There are more dogs at horse 
shows than there are horses.” 

Their lifestyle may well be warp-speed 
24/7, but neither partner would consider 
having things any other way. As Jeff Runco 
said, “We race here all year, we’re two miles 
from the track, and we don’t have to move 
to follow racing. And the last 10 years, 
the purses have gotten so good. We’re 
getting our just desserts after hanging in 
there for a long time. I enjoy racing here at 
Charles Town. Penn National does a good 
job. [Director of racing operations] Erich 
Zimny is a great guy, and he works hard to 
promote racing here-as hard as anybody 
I’ve ever seen. He’s got the handle up, he’s 
got better horses in here, he loves racing.” 

“And another big part of why we’ve 
stayed here for so long is that it’s such a 
nice place to raise a family,” Susan Runco 
said. “It was good for the boys to stay in 
one place.” The “boys” have grown into 
their own successful pursuits. Older son 
Robby works for a hedge fund and lives in 
Manhattan, N.Y., with wife, Lauren, who 
is also employed in the financial sector. 
Jeremy is a graduate of the United States 
Naval Academy and will be in flight school 
for two years. His fiancee is a Coast Guard 
officer and in graduate school at Virginia 
Tech.

“Jeremy graduated from the Naval 
Academy but cross-commissioned to the 
Coast Guard, which is kind of a weird 
thing. He was one of the few—I think only 
the second one in history-to go to the 
Coast Guard/’ his proud mother explained.

‘We’ve stayed busy for a long 
time now. We have such a great group of 
clients. Each year [of the Charles Town 
Classic] has really been good for us.

Well the next year, 
not only do we win the million dollar race 
again, we win three on Breeders Classics 
night. We won a $500,000 race with our 
own homebred. I mean, you know, it was 
a banner year last year. Sol guess this year, 
yeah—we top that with our 3,000th win.” 

“And then we look forward to 3,001,”

at sea 

Less than a month before its scheduled May 14 
opening, dates and purse structure had jet to be 
determinedfor the 2011 meet, by Ryan Goldberg 


F or a long time, horsemen have made willing pilgrim¬ 
ages to rouse the Monmouth Park backstretch. Trainers 
pass through morning darkness to be first to the un¬ 
shuttered barns, the honor bearing a certain folk-hero cachet, a 
metaphorical key to the stables, to tradition, to summer by the 


sea. 

Chuck Spina, a trainer here since 1971, 
arrived before dawn, 5:45, on Monday the 
18th of April. Monmouth's eager public¬ 
ity team deemed that Spina's photo would 
emblazon the press release as the first set¬ 
tler of the 2011 meet. But Spina was horse¬ 
less: The van from Ocala, Fla., wouldn't 
pull in until 8:30, two hours after other 
Throughbreds had alighted. 

Questions enveloped like fog. Trainer 
Gregg Sacco, often a first responder open¬ 
ing day, had arrived before 6:30 with horses. 
Was he the first? Was it Henry Carroll? 

The odd confusion bespoke a greater 
mystery surrounding Monmouth Park, one 
that colored the typically cheery home¬ 
coming with a sense of uncertainty, even 
dread. Between friendly needling, horse¬ 
men that morning asked the same prickly 
question: What kind of meet awaits us? 

Monmouth's season would begin May 
14; beyond that, nothing seemed certain. 
By the end of April, nobody could answer 
fundamental questions about the number 
of live racing dates or purse structure. 


“It's an unbelievable situation,” trainer 
John Forbes, president of the New Jersey 
Thoroughbred Horsemen's Association, 
said on April 25. “Here we are, three weeks 
away from the meet, and we can't answer 
these questions.” 

Over the last 15 years, the vicissitudes of 
state politics and purse supplements from 
Atlantic City casinos and competition from 
nearby racinos have routinely forced man¬ 
agement and horsemen to wonder where 
the money would come from. This year is 
different. The three-year, $90 million purse 
subsidy from the Atlantic City casinos, 
shared equally between Thoroughbred and 
Standardbred tracks, has expired. The well 
is dry. 

Since the 2010 meet concluded in 
November, Governor Chris Christie has 
been dead-set on privatizing Monmouth 
Park and the Meadowlands upon the rec¬ 
ommendations of the Hanson Report, 
the conclusion of an advisory committee 
appointed by Gov. Christie and led by Jon 
Hanson, former chairman of the New 


Jersey Sports and Exposition Authority 
(NJSEA). 

Whereas the state had been negotiating 
with the Standardbred industry and harness 
track owner Jeff Gural over the lease agree¬ 
ment for the Meadowlands in December, 
the governor's office chose Morris Bailey 
as the expected leaseholder for Monmouth 
on April 11, only a month before opening 
day. Bailey, a Thoroughbred owner and 
businessman, has made his fortune as a 
Manhattan real estate developer and is co¬ 
owner of Resorts Casino in Atlantic City. 

Bailey, the state and horsemen negoti¬ 
ated the particulars of a five-year lease, 
which would include the Woodbridge Off- 
Track Wagering facility, licenses for four 
additional OTWs, and half of the state's 
catch from Internet and phone wagering. 
Bailey's bid was chosen by the NJSEA 
among three finalists. 

The NJSEA sent out a request for 
proposals (RFP) for Monmouth on March 
3 and hosted a mandatory meeting for 
potential bidders—eight in all—a week later. 
Those groups posted refundable, $25,000 
deposits to receive financial information 
about the track. Bailey, the horsemen's 
association and Hialeah Park owner John 
Brunetti made formal bids four weeks 
later. 

The state originally called for the new 
operator of Monmouth to begin June 1. 
That goal deemed all but impossible by the 
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end of April, the NJSEA was expected to 
continue operating the track until Bailey 
assumed command. The state has owned 
Monmouth since 1985. 

With such limited time to negotiate, the 
governor had arranged a shotgun marriage 
for Monmouth, its horsemen and Bailey. 
Why did the state wait so long to begin 
this process? And how, after the widely 
accepted successes of last year’s meet, did 
it get to this point? 

The answers are not easy to come 
by. According to Forbes, the governor’s 
office ignored time constraints in proceed¬ 
ing without urgency. The Hanson Report, 
blessed by Gov. Christie, was issued last 
July. 

“The Hanson Report suggested-or 
let’s say mandated-that racing be self-sus¬ 
taining in New Jersey,” said Forbes. “And 
I will say this. While that is an emotionally 
satisfying notion for Jon Hanson to take, 
it’s not reality. We’re dealing with a situation 
that doesn’t reflect reality. No race track in 
the Northeast can be self-sustaining with¬ 
out an alternative form of gambling.” 


Forbes added that relying on horse bets 
alone as a revenue source for Monmouth, 
while neighboring Pennsylvania, Delaware 
and New York pour slot-machine proceeds 
into purses, is not a winning one. “Racing 
under the governor’s plan has little chance 
of surviving,” Forbes contended. 

Last year, as Monmouth ventured into 
uncharted territory with its 49-day “elite 
summer” season (followed by a 22-day fall 
meet), in which the track gave away average 
overnight purses of $797,079, there was 
a buzz to the backstretch, an anticipation 
about the money, the competition, the 
handle, the attendance. But the bottom 
line was this: The track lost $6.1 million 
for the year. 

Bailey has proposed a meet of 71 
days and an overnight purse average of 
$400,000, matching the number of 2010 
racing dates with half the money. New 
Jersey law requires 141 days of racing-a 
mandate amended on a one-off basis by 
the state legislature last year. In negotia¬ 
tions, horsemen sought a return to the lon¬ 
ger schedule, a pursuit they would concede

in the unlikely event a purse structure com¬ 
parable to last year were offered. 

On the day Monmouth’s barns received 
their first occupants, general manager Bob 
Kulina conceded the problems and paraly¬ 
sis he faced. The track couldn’t advertise 
or put a schedule on billboards. The con¬ 
dition book only ran through June 12. 
Trainers had no answers for owners, and 
management had no answers for trainers. 
Breeders in the state had no idea what 
would be left for them. 

What hung in the balance, too, were the 
jobs of hundreds of NJSEA employees. 
Pursuant to federal law, letters mailed out 
in April warned that the sports authority

might “permanently lay off approximately 
910 employees beginning as early as June 6.” 

A sense of fatigue haunted the 61-year- 
old Kulina. Few employees are more 
enmeshed in the fabric of the place, and 
that fabric was close to fraying. His father, 
Joe, was a successful trainer in the first 
three decades of the track, and Kulina grew 
up on the old New Jersey circuit—Garden 
State, Monmouth, Adantic City. He quickly 
rose within the racing office: hired in 1972, 
racing secretary by 1976. 

Kulina poured himself into vitalizing 
Monmouth’s grand experiment of 2010, a 
pursuit he engineered with Dennis Drazin, 
the former horsemen’s association presi¬ 
dent who now chairs the New Jersey 
Racing Commission. But the momentum 
they sought-for Monmouth and, to some 
degree, the industry-appeared threatened 
largely by state politics. 

“Last year proved, if anything, that 
there’s a market for a good product,” 
Kulina said from his office. “The only 
disappointing thing was that we did not do 
it sooner, before the supplement ran out.” 

Kulina and Drazin had attempted to 
get the plan approved before the 2008 and 
2009 seasons, but the sports authority and 
then-governor Jon Corzine were reluctant 
to act on it. Horsemen also were slow to 
accept it. “Maybe then we could have taken 
it to another level,” Kulina said. 

Kulina stressed that this was a lease, not 
a real estate deal, and that Bailey would be 
in it for live racing. “This isn’t meant to end 
racing,” Kulina said. He called Bailey “defi¬ 
nitely the right person to take Monmouth 
the next step forward.” 

But local horsemen were being asked to 
sacrifice again. They’d approved the fun¬ 
damental changes last year knowing that 
such national trainers as Todd Pletcher, 


Steve Asmussen and Richard Dutrow—the 
Big Box stores of the game-would target 
the meet with their best stock, making win¬ 
ning more difficult for lesser stables. Given 
the present clamor for austerity, some 
horsemen echoed the words of trainer 
Tim Hills, for two decades a New Jersey 
mainstay: “The rich got richer and the poor 
got poorer.” 

“I have some regrets about it,” Hills 
said. “We were led to believe if we worked 
with them, we’d be rewarded in some way, 
with some type of definite plan. So I feel 
like we were misled.” He added: “The gov¬ 
ernor has said he wants racing to run like a 
business. Well, we want a stable situation so 
we can run our businesses like businesses.” 

Bettors apparently had few complaints 
about last year’s wagering menu. With 
its record purses, Monmouth doubled 
its handle, besting even the most ambi¬ 
tious projections. For those 49 summer 
days, total wagering rose 87 percent to 
$389.6 million from $208.4 million over 
82 live dates (through Labor Day) in 2009. 
Average daily wagering more than doubled, 
to $7,950,016. 

Field size grew from 7.4 to 9.3 start¬ 
ers per race. Attendance Friday through 
Sunday increased 47 percent, to 10,651, 
abetting an on-track handle jump of 
79 percent, to $766,506. However, the 
Sep tern ber-to-November fall meet, in 
which the track ran only weekends, expect¬ 
edly generated less enthusiasm. 

The Hanson Report spoke encourag¬ 
ingly of Monmouth’s idea, a point ren¬ 
dered irrelevant without the Atlantic City 
casino purse supplement. Such is the sce¬ 
nario awaiting Bailey. 

“They apparently want Morris Bailey 
to saddle all the financial responsibility,” 
Forbes said. Facing an uneven playing field 


in the Northeast, Forbes wondered how 
anybody could make that work. “It’s laud¬ 
able that he’s going to make an attempt.” 

A longtime Thoroughbred owner and 
breeder, Bailey, 72, has homes in Brooklyn, 
N.Y., and in Deal, N.J., and has kept an 
owner’s box at Monmouth for more than 
30 years. (In the thick of negotiations, 
Bailey sent in his annual payment for that 
box, a story Kulina shared with a laugh.) 

Maryland’s Eddie Gaudet has trained 
for Bailey many years, and he spoke glow¬ 
ingly of his boss. “If people had owners 
like him,” Gaudet said, “the game would 
be a lot better.” 

Bailey grew up in Atlantic City and as 
a boy held odd jobs, selling newspapers 
and groceries. His father, Joseph, owned a 
gift shop in the old Haddon Hall hotel. He 
spent his youth on Atlantic City’s beaches, 
its boardwalk and amusement piers. As he 
told the Press of Atlantic City, in 2010, “I 
had my formative years there. I loved it. 
I thought the boardwalk was paradise. I 
remember going with my parents to the 
Steel Pier and Heinz Pier.” After the death 
of his father, 14-year-old Morris Bailey, 
his mother, Esther, and six siblings left 
Atlantic City for Brooklyn. 

In 2010, Bailey’s JEMB Realty Corp. 
teamed with former Atlantic City gaming 
executive Dennis Gomes to buy Resorts 
Casino for $35 million, shortly after the 
casino defaulted on its mortgage. (The 
casino had sold for $301 million in 1996.) 
Serendipitously, Resorts, which had opened 
as Atlantic City’s first casino in 1978, is 
carved out of the old Haddon Hall hotel. 

Bailey did not return calls for this arti¬ 
cle, but he told the Press of Adantic City 
that he anticipated making Resorts profit¬ 
able within a year; he and Gomes planned 
on adding more entertainment and upscale 
dining. Something similar might happen 
at Monmouth. In a lunch with friends 
at Gulfstream Park in mid-April, Bailey 
mentioned such ideas as night racing, nicer 
restaurants, concert entertainment and a 
revamped marketing team. 

If Bailey were to take over Monmouth, 
New Jersey racing and the powerful casino 
interests of Atlantic City would at last con¬ 
nect. Such a symbiosis could be meaning¬ 
ful, given that Gov. Christie has selected 
Atlantic City over horse racing as the 
beneficiary of New Jersey’s public purse. 

Six Atlantic City casinos declared bank¬ 
ruptcy or restructured their debt during 
the financial crisis. Adantic City casi¬ 
nos face competition on all sides, not 
unlike Monmouth and the Meadowlands. 
In some cases they have built their own 
competition across state lines-Harrah’s 
with slots-rich Chester Downs and Sands 
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Longtime Thoroughbred owner/breeder Morris Bailey was chosen as the prospective leaseholder 
for Monmouth Park, although negotiations were still underway as opening day drew near.

with its Bethlehem casino, both in Penn¬ 
sylvania-and then pleaded for state relief. 

The governor has obliged. In February, 
he signed bills creating a state-supervised 
tourism district and a multi-million dol¬ 
lar industry-funded marketing campaign 
to put a new shine on Adantic City. Gov. 
Christie then gave $261 million to the 
stalled Revel casino project to help it 
resume construction. (The state reportedly 
will receive 20 percent of the casino's prof¬ 
its until the loan is repaid.) 

Despite four years of decline, Atlantic 
City's casinos offer the state more jobs 
and larger revenues than horse racing. 
However, only racing provides open and 
green spaces-horse farms represent 
more than a fifth of New Jersey's 790,000 
acres-in the most densely populated state 
in the country. 

This isn't the first time the state has tried 
selling the Meadowlands and Monmouth. 
In 2004, the NJSEA sent out an RFP to 
potentially unload them as a package. State 
Senator Richard Codey (D-Essex), long an 
advocate for horse racing interests, blocked 
the deal just before taking over as governor 
following James McGreevey's resignation. 

Seven years later, and three and a 
half years after Monmouth hosted the 
Breeders' Cup, the tracks aren't as attrac¬ 
tive, in part because there's still no hope for 
a casino at the Meadowlands. No governor 
of either stripe has been able to make that 
happen, attesting to the power of Atlantic 
City’s lobby. 

The hope was that Bailey would place 
Monmouth on terra firm a absent slots 
or state subsidies, using the track's his¬ 
tory, beauty and resiliency as leverage. 
Monmouth, after all, is about tradition, 
the first-to-the-backstretch competition 
included. 

Spina's early arrival, it was deter¬ 
mined, couldn’t be validated without an 
accompanying horse. A veteran trainer 
whose affability and keen memory have 
earned him the nicknames “The Mayor of 
Monmouth” and “Rainman,” Spina took 
the verdict well. 

Sacco, whose late father William had 
stalls here when Monmouth opened in 
1946, again earned the distinction, nar¬ 
rowly over Carroll, in a somewhat muddled 
decision. 

Around 9 a.m. that Monday morning, 
an elder vet called out to Sacco: “Henry 
Carroll beat you this year.” 

“No, I think technically we were first,” 
Sacco replied. “We were stamped at 6:25.” 

iC Well, he was here since yesterday,” the 
vet said. “He's been here illegally.” 


Entry logs would confirm Sacco's 
account; his van arrived with a trio of 
horses a few minutes before Carroll's, but 
Carroll's horses were first off the van.

W hen you win an Eclipse Award as 
champion steeplechaser, you get 
the benefit of the doubt. When 
you do it by making starts in spring, sum¬ 
mer and fall, you get to start the next year 
a little bit late. 

Last year’s steeplechase champion, Slip 
Away, skipped March and April by design, 
leaving the year’s early major stakes to oth¬ 
ers. And they had a blast. 

First off, in the season-opening Imperial 
Cup at Aiken on March 26, Country Cousin 
rocketed to his first open stakes win for 
Oakwood Stable and Virginia-based trainer 
Julie Gomena. The 8-year-old sat off the 
early pace of Torino Luge (Aus), then 
won a duel with Decoy Daddy (Ire) over 
the final quarter-mile to score by one 
and three-quarters lengths for jockey Carl 
Rafter. Country Cousin covered two miles 
in 3:50.20 and jumped into the early con¬ 
versation for divisional honors along with 
runner-up Decoy Daddy. Veteran Mixed 
Up, the Eclipse Award winner of 2009, was 
a well-beaten third in the $45,000 stakes. 

“I thought about bouncing out [on the 
lead], but everybody wanted to be handy so 
I decided to sit third or fourth but wound 
up fifth after getting shuffled back a little,” 
Rafter said. “I was lucky enough to be on 
a handy little horse. He did exactly what he 
did at Radnor—sneaked up the inside. He’s 
a smashing little horse to do maneuvers like 
that. He’s got a couple of big jumps but 
you can’t throw him at everything. We met 
the last pretty long. When I saw his front 
feet come up, I knew he had won.” 

Country Cousin’s Radnor victory came 
last year in a novice stakes. Like all rela¬ 
tively new hurdlers, he took advantage 
of the restricted conditions, but he came 
to 2011 as an unknown quantity against 
open competition. No more. The son of 
Lear Fan improved to 4-for-12 with two 
seconds over jumps after going 2-for-18 
on the flat. Gomena bought the dark 
bay/brown gelding from David Ross and 
Speedy Smithwick before the 2008 steeple¬ 
chase season. 

Gomena took her horses to Aiken for 
the second consecutive winter and got off 
to another quick start. 

“I came here as an event rider, 10 years 
ago, and really enjoyed it,” she said. “With 
all die snow last year, I told my owners 
I’ve got to go south or the horses aren’t 
running. When the ground thaws, I’m 
happy with Virginia, but Aiken makes it 
very easy” 

A week later, the steeplechasers moved 
east on Interstate 20 to Camden, S.C., and 


the Carolina Cup Races on Saturday, April 
2. Known locally as the largest outdoor 
cocktail party that doesn’t involve a foot¬ 
ball game, the Cup drew its usual large 
crowd of college students, tailgaters and 
horsemen. And one frontrunning dynamo 
for the feature. 

Sunshine Numbers, owned by locals 
Sue and George Sensor, blazed to the front 
early in the $50,000 Carolina Cup-NSA3 
and basically ended the race. He led by 10 
lengths after a half mile, 20 after a mile, 30 
after a mile and a half. 

Officially, the final margin was 27 Va 
lengths, as Sunshine Numbers kept rolling 
along for jockey Jody Petty. The 9-year- 
old New York-bred laughed home with 
Petty looking for the competition in 4:23 
for the two and one-quarter miles over 
Springdale Race Course’s natural brush 
fences. Swagger Stick galloped in second 
with 2010 race winner Spy in the Sky third. 

a The plan was never officially drop his 
head and go—we were going to see what 
happened,” Petty said. “Going to the first 
fence, I was only a length in front and I felt 
like he was going to be nice and settled. 
Before I knew it, he was getting stronger 
and stronger and we pinged the next fence 
and I looked back and wondered ‘how in 
the world did we get out here so far?’ ” 

His four opponents, including Grade 
1 winners Tax Ruling and Spy in the Sky, 
had no chance. Petty credited his horse’s 


decision to take a short breather about 
halfway through the race with making a 
big difference. 

“I’m going to give you your head and 
either you’re going to slow down and take 
a breather or else you’re going to keep on 
running off with me,” the jockey told his 
horse. “But the only way we are going to 
finish is if you take a breather.” 

Sunshine Numbers listened, coast¬ 
ing briefly. The others never responded, 
and that was that. The son of Polish 
Numbers and the steeplechase-winning 
mare Saturday Sunshine was a stakes win¬ 
ner. Trainer Arch Kingsley bought the win¬ 
ner from the barn of trainer Ferris Allen, 
where Sunshine Numbers was known as 
“Godzilla” for his strong ways. 

“Half the riders would refuse to ride 
him, but he would be very hard to han¬ 
dle on the race track,” Kingsley said. “I 
wouldn’t know what to do with him on the 
race track because he does what he wants. 
I felt for a long time that he was that kind 
of horse but he needed to be given every 
chance to do it. Thankfully, he’s stayed 
sound and figured the game out. He saved 
enough to get home today. As much as he 
was keen and rapid, he was also smooth 
about it. That was key.” 

Sunshine Numbers won his third in a 
row and the fifth of his last seven starts. 

The third open stakes of the season 
showcased a familiar name from Aiken as 
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Left: Frontrunning Sunshine Numbers, having led by as many as 30 lengths, jumps the last all alone under Jody Petty in the Carolina Cup-NSA3.

Irv Naylor's Decoy Daddy made his case 
with a powerhouse score in the $50,000 
Temple Gwathmey-NSA3 at Glenwood 
Park in Middleburg, Va. The historic race, 
first run in 1924, lured five starters, includ¬ 
ing Grade 1 winners Mixed Up and Pierrot 
Lunaire, 2010 novice Call You in Ten and 
stakes winner Dictina's Boy 

Decoy Daddy (Darren Nagle) took the 
lead after four fences and never gave it 
back, stretching out the field and kicking 
clear of Dictina's Boy late to win by three 
and a half lengths in 5:30.80 for two and 
a half miles over a soft course. Pierrot 
Lunaire, in his first start since November 
2009, grabbed third. 

“I was very hopeful. He's a horse I've 
grown to like a lot from the winter we 
spent together; he ran a cracking race at 
Aiken," Nagle said. “Before the start, I 
said I’ll make the running but he was very 
leery in front. Dani [Danielle Hodsdon on 
Mixed Up] came by me and I thought I 
was in a grand position, but she slowed it 
down and that wasn’t going to suit me so I 
whipped back around her and went back in 
front. He's a genuine, classy old horse. To 
win like that bodes well for his talent. He's 
a good horse." 

Tom Foley, who took over from 
Desmond Fogarty about a week earlier, 
trained the winner. In two U.S. starts last 


year, Decoy Daddy finished a tired seventh 
in the Grand National-NSAl and won the 
Noel Laing to help secure Naylor's first 
owner championship. 

Novice hurdlers had their day at Atlanta 
in the $50,000 Georgia Cup in Kingston, 
Ga., on April 16. And what a day. Five 
quality newcomers showed up and finished 
less than eight lengths apart. 

Finding a favorite proved to be a 
challenge as 2010 division champion All 
Together faced off against rising stars 
Good Request (an allowance winner at 
Camden on April 2), One Giant Step (an 
allowance winner at Aiken on March 26), 
Complete Zen (a quality frontrunner with 
a stakes placing on his record) and the 
more seasoned Italian Wedding. 

Virginia-bred Complete Zen (Richard 
Boucher) galloped to the front and did a 
good job of holding everyone off, includ¬ 
ing the fast-closing All Together by a head 
at the finish. Trained by the jockey's wife, 
Lilith, for longtime client Mede Cahaba 
Stable, the winner covered two miles in 
3:50.60 as Good Request rallied for third. 

Complete Zen came into the race with 
three flat wins, two on the turf at Colonial 
and one on the dirt at Laurel, in 11 tries, 
but just two jump starts. Inexperience 
didn't matter for the homebred, however, 
as he made the early advantage last. 


“He’s got a bit of an attitude. You have 
to nurse him and play with him. He's a race 
horse, there's no question about it. He does 
like to do it his way," Richard Boucher said. 
“He's got a really big stride and a really big 
gallop. He needs a solid pace in front of 
him. There's no lollygagging around with 
him, he'll dictate it if they lollygag." 

The 5-year-old son of Cozzene and 
Mede Cahaba's Polish Numbers mare 
Complete Number showed no signs of 
lollygagging and could be a force in the 
division or back on the flat this summer at 
Colonial Downs. 

“He's a pretty nice horse, we've known 
that, but he was big and backward. He won 
on the flat so we stayed there,” said Lilith 
Boucher. “We had other jumpers and the 
flat races are easier on them and he was 
doing well. He really showed me some¬ 
thing with how he ran on late. He made 
a big mistake at the last fence, but he was 
determined to not let that horse get past 
him. That impressed me."

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A REGAL TOUCH FOR 
CHARLES TOWN’S 
FIRST GRADED STAKES

C harles Town’s first-ever graded stakes 
reached a rarefied status usually 
reserved for the likes of Breeders’ 
Cup races or the Dubai World Cup-Gl. A 
full field of 10 lined up for the $1 million 
Charles Town Classic-G3 on April 16, 
and every one was a graded winner. Few 


races in the world could boast such an 
accomplished group of runners. 

Coming out on top over a sloppy track 
was Alex and Joann Lieblong, Marilyn 
McMaster and David Fawkes’s Duke of 
Mischief, a three-time graded stakes win¬ 
ner in 2010 getting his first win of the year 


in the mile and an eighth Classic. Under 
jockey Joe Bravo, Duke of Mischief made 
his winning move as the evenly matched 
field headed down the backstretch for the 
second time, and powered away through 
the stretch to post a two and a quarter- 
length score over Bob Baffert-trained 2011 
Santa Anita Handicap-Gl winner Game 
On Dude, who outfinished New York 
graded winner Tizway. Final time was 
1:51.13. Ultra-consistent Tackleberry, the 
early pacesetter making his first start out¬ 
side of Florida, faded to fourth. 

Duke of Mischief, trained by co-owner 
Fawkes, turned in a similar winning effort 
in the Grade 2 Oaklawn Handicap one year 
earlier, but instead of going for a repeat 
in the Arkansas feature, his connections 
opted for the richer Charles Town race a 
week later. Although the 5-year-old son 
of Graeme Hall had no previous experi¬ 
ence around a six-furlong oval, Fawkes 
expressed few concerns prior to the race. 
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Sweet Goodbye made it look easy, capturing the Sugar Maple Stakes for her eighth career stakes win. The 
6-year-old Maryland-bred has earned $684,072 for owner/breeder William R. Harris and trainer Chris Grove. 


“I’m 90 percent sure he’ll bullring/’ said 
Fawkes. “How do I figure that? I started 
at Sportsman’s Park [the now-demolished 
seven-furlong track in Chicago] in 1976, 
and there was no tighter bullring in the 
country than that. You know if a horse can 
bullring. This horse likes turns, that’s where 
he accelerates.” 

A number of the other starters did have 
short-track experience, including post-time 
favorite Rule, a two-time juvenile stakes 
winner around Delta Downs’s six-furlong 
oval who came into the Classic off three 
promising 2011 starts, including a third in 
the Grade 1 Donn Handicap. 

Carded as the 10th race on the stormy 
spring evening, the Classic started with 
a clean break, and Javier Santiago shot 
Tackleberry to the front. The five-time 
stakes winner was well held as he clicked 
off fractions of :24.35 and :48.62, with 
an extremely eager Game On Dude and 
David Flores stuck to his hip. 

The field tightened up as the horses 
swung onto the backstretch for the final 
time, and Duke of Mischief, galloping 
along in ninth in the early running, sudden¬ 
ly accelerated as he looped his rivals. “This 
horse loves a target to run at,” said Bravo. 
“I had the pleasure of sitting in a Ferrari 
tonight. To tell you the truth, he dragged 
me on the backside. . . He did it easy.” 
Within strides, Duke of Mischief was bear¬ 
ing down on Game On Dude, who had 
wrested the lead from Tackleberry. 

Duke of Mischief and Game On Dude 
quickened away from the others, but Duke 
of Mischief was moving strongest through 
die stretch. Six horses fanned across the 
track behind him, with (fourth through sev¬ 
enth) Tackleberry, Gone Astray, multimil¬ 
lionaire Awesome Gem (the 2010 Classic 
runner-up) and Inherit the Gold separated 
less than a half length. No Advantage, Rule 
and Acclamation completed the field. 

A millionaire coming into the race, 
Duke of Mischief beefed up his bank¬ 
roll with the $576,000 winner’s share of 
the purse; from 21 starts he has earned 
$1,662,546. Bred in Florida by co-owner 
McMaster, the chestnut last visited the 
winner’s circle in August 2010 following 
the Grade 3 Philip H. Iselin Breeders’ Cup 
Stakes at Monmouth Park. 

The fourth-choice at 4.70-1, Duke of 
Mischief paid $11.40. The top four fin¬ 
ishers, at odds of 5.80-1 or less, cre¬ 
ated a superfecta that paid $2,057.40. The 
Classic set a new pari-mutuel record for a 
single race at Charles Town with $784,138 
wagered on it. 


The $250,000 Sugar Maple Stakes 
for fillies and mares, sponsored by TVG, 
attracted a field of nine. Easily the one to 
beat was Sweet Goodbye, a Grade 2 win¬ 
ner at the seven-furlong distance who rel¬ 
ished Charles Town, having taken five of 
her six previous starts at the track, includ¬ 
ing a devastatingly easy prep in allowance 
company three weeks earlier (in which 
she won by a dazzling IIV 2 lengths). The 
others didn’t have a chance when Sweet 
Goodbye improved on her previous start. 

Breaking from the two post and allowed 
to find her stride under J.D. Acosta, Sweet 
Goodbye dragged Acosta to the front 
before they reached the first turn. Setting 
a solid pace as the others filed in a line 
behind her, Sweet Goodbye hit six fur¬ 
longs in 1:11.26, cut the turn like a barrel 
racer and easily drew off to cross the fin¬ 
ish line six and a quarter lengths clear of 
C C’s Pal, who tailed her the entire trip. 
Bwana Babe was another two lengths back 
in third. 

Sweet Goodbye completed the distance 
in 1:24.38, more than full second faster 
than her previous start, and a second off 
the track record. “She loves the slop and 
she loves this track,” said trainer Chris 
Grove, who has sent out the William 
Harris homebred to win 12 of 21 career 
starts and earn $684,072. 

The 6-year-old Maryland-bred daughter 
of Preakness winner Louis Quatorze has 
one blemish on her Charles Town record, 


that being a second-place finish in the 
2010 edition of the Sugar Maple. Before 
that race, she acted up in the paddock, lost 
her footing and fell to the ground. She was 
unscathed, but did not appear to be her 
normal self during the race, as she failed 
to get to the lead while chasing the winner 
Pinkerella throughout. Poised and ready to 
go for this edition, Sweet Goodbye proved 
she was back and better than ever. 

Owner Peter Redekop and trainer 
Michael Stidham were back and loaded 
for the $100,000 Blue and Gold Stakes, 
a seven-furlong race for 3-year-olds they 
won in 2010 with the accomplished 
Comedero. While not quite as experienced 
as Comedero, who had six wins from 
seven starts after his Blue and Gold score, 
the equally promising Loranger Native 
toughed it out to get the job done. 

A Louisiana-bred gelding making his 
first start outside of his home state, and his 
first time over a sloppy track, Loranger 
Native was sent off as the 1-2 favorite in 
the field of five. He boasted a record of 
two wins, a second and a third in four starts 
(three in stakes company). The only other 
starter considered a threat was Parx Racing- 
based Diski Dance. Trained by Cathal 
Lynch for Peter Hand and Two Hands LLC, 
Diski Dancer was a close second in stakes 
at Aqueduct and Laurel over the winter, 
and was the second-choice at 2.30-1. 

Janet Wayson’s Gators Choice, making 
his stakes debut, set quick opening frac-

tions and dug in when Diski Dance, who 
was kept in the clear in about the four path 
by Kendrick Carmouche, was urged to join 
him as they approached die far turn. The 
two opened up on the other three runners, 
with a mud-soaked Loranger Native trying 
to quicken under John Velazquez. 

The leaders hit the top of the stretch 
locked in a bathe, while Loranger Native 
came with his move to the outside. It wasn't 
until he switched leads with about a six¬ 
teenth of a mile to go that Loranger Native 
looked like a winner. The son of Good and 
Tough accelerated to catch Diski Dance in 
die final strides and score by a half length, 
with Gators Choice another three-quarters 
of a length back in third. Loranger Native 
completed the distance in 1:25.72. 

Loranger Native was embarked on 
the same path that Comedero took in 
2010-with expected starts on Preakness 
day in the Chick Lang Stakes at Pimlico 
and the Red Legend at Charles Town. 
Comedero won both, so Loranger Native 
has big shoes to fill. But with earnings 
of $164,200 from five starts to date, the 
gelding bred by Tom Curtis and Wayne 
Simpson out of the stakes-winning mare 
Native Gate Dancer (by Gate Dancer) has 
already shown the potential. 

Immortal Eyes and Ju Jitsu Jax had 
been down the road three times before 
when they lined up for the $55,000 Webb 
Snyder Stakes at four and a half fur¬ 
longs. The Charles Town-loving speed¬ 
sters-their combined record was seven 
wins and three placings from a dozen starts 
at the track-had finished one-two in each 
of their previous battles and were the pub¬ 
lic's choices, with the slight edge given to 
even-money favorite Ju Jitsu Jax, who had 
gotten the upper hand over Immortal Eyes 
in their last two meetings. 

Immortal Eyes emphatically evened the 
score when he romped home four and 
three-quarters lengths over jujitsu Jax, who 
was second by a neck over Ryan's Gold. 
Immortal Eyes, with Travis Dunkelberger 
up, led throughout while carving frac¬ 
tions of :21.47 and :44.12, and set a new 
track record when he stopped the clock 
in :50.09, shaving .11 off of Outcashem's 
2006 mark. 

Trained by Damon Dilodovico for 
Robert Abbo Racing Stable LLC, Immortal 
Eyes, a 6-year-old son of Greatness out of 
the Private Terms mare Private Eyes, had 
captured the Charles Town Invitational 
Dash Handicap last June and was second 
to Ju Jitsu Jax in the HBPA Jefferson 
County Commission Handicap in October. 


After two off-the-board finishes in Florida 
over the winter, Immortal Eyes returned 
to his winning ways at Charles Town in 
allowance company in March, going four 
and a half furlongs in :52.19. In recording 
his second stakes score, he increased his 
earnings to $251,497 from 22 starts. 


Much like the namesake of the $50,000 
Confucius Say Stakes, Russell Road has 
been dominant over state-bred rivals for 
a long time. But after what could be con¬ 
sidered a sub-par year in 2010 (three wins, 
two seconds and a third from nine starts), 
Mark Russell's 5-year-old son of Wheaton 
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Mark Russell’s Charles Town phenom Russell Road returned to top form in the Confucius Say 
Stakes, scoring by a half length over Son of a Bear. Tup Take’ Please finished third. 


Come Here Oonga, owned by Premier Stables Unlimited and trained by Mark Shuman, notched her first 
career stakes victory in the Original Gold, leaving in her wake Little Shiney and Printscess Poach. 


came out for his first start of the year 
ready to make amends. That mission was 
accomplished. 

Nine runners left the gate for the seven- 
furlong Confucius Say, with Russell Road 
and entrymate Colonel J W sent off as the 
0.30-1 favorites. Guided by Dunkelberger, 


Russell Road was allowed to gallop along 
about midpack before moving quickly to 
the leaders down the backside. Also mov¬ 
ing to the front was Son of a Bear, making 
his first start of the year. 

Rolling four-wide around the far turn, 
Russell Road collared Son of a Bear and 


gradually pulled away to win by a half- 
length. Early leader Tup Take 7 Please held 
for third. 

Russell Road earned more than $675,000 
in his first two years of competition at 2 
and 3 and millionaire status appeared eas¬ 
ily within reach, but the chestnut gelding 
banked less than $130,000 in 2010. In get¬ 
ting his 16th lifetime win, he inched closer 
to the seven-figure milestone, and now 
has $839,255 in earnings from 25 starts. 
Among his career highlights was a victory 
during his 3-year-old season in the West 
Virginia Breeders Classic Stakes. 

Confucius Say, also a winner of the 
West Virginia Breeders Classic Stakes, was 
a stakes winner at 2, and remained active 
until age 10, a year he won two stakes. 
Upon his retirement in 2009 he had 19 
wins from 42 starts and earned $1,037,555. 

The stakes action got underway with 
the $50,000 Original Gold for registered 
accredited West Virginia-bred fillies and 
mares. A full field of 10 went to the post, 
and Come Here Oonga dared anyone 
to catch her in the seven-furlong test. 
Setting all the fractions, the daughter of 
Peak Dancer owned by Premier Stables 
Unlimited and trained by Mark Shuman 
pulled away in the stretch to win by three 
lengths in a time of 1:26.58. Rallying from 
next to last was favorite Little Shiney, 
who cleared Printscess Poach through 
the stretch to finish second. As the third 
choice, Come Here Oonga paid $9.20 for 
her first stakes win. 

Bred by Eddie Householder, the 5-year- 
old Come Here Oonga is out of Valentine's 
Chime (by Chimes Band) and is a full sister 
to 2010 juvenile stakes winner Banxious- 
fornothing. Her sire Peak Dancer, a son 
of Mt. Livermore, stands at Householder’s 
farm in Kearneysville, WVa. 

Twice in her 28-start career Come Here 
Oonga has been risked for a claiming tag, 
and both times she was taken. Householder 
lost her for $16,000 on March 26, 2010, to 
trainer Ollie Figgins III. Second in the 
Sadie Hawkins Stakes later that summer 
for owner Sydney Racing LLC, she ran in 
an optional claimer on November 3, where 
she was nabbed for $16,000 by her cur¬ 
rent connections, then finished second to 
Aspenglow in the My Sister Pearl Stakes 
10 days later. 

Come Here Oonga has won seven 
times to date, with six seconds and four 
thirds, while amassing $211,751. ^ 
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sixteenth in 1:46.69. Volare Can tare held 
on for third. 

Baltimore Belle had earned her first 
stakes win in the Maryland Million Oaks in 
October for trainer J.B. Secor. Johnson pur¬ 
chased the filly for $130,000 at the Fasig- 
Tipton Midlantic December Mixed Sale at 
Timonium and sent her to Trombetta. Two 
starts for her new connections, fourth- 
place finishes in the Nellie Morse and 
Conniver Stakes at Laurel Park, had left 
Trombetta undeterred. 

“The track condition for the first one 
was difficult: It was an extremely deep 
and tiring track, and she didn’t like it,” 
Trombetta said. “Then we got her ready 
for the next race, going seven-eighths, and 
they never backed up. She’s trained excel¬ 
lently for us. I felt like I had a horse who 
was doing well, but I just didn’t have the 
conditions that suited her, and I finally got 
those. She ran so much better.” 

The Dahlia victory, Baltimore Belle’s 
fifth from 16 starts, bumped her earnings 
to $194,064. Her half-brother, Baltimore 
Bob, won a stakes at Lone Star Park the 
same afternoon. 

An hour before the Dahlia, Johnson, 
Trombetta and Pimentel found the win¬ 
ner’s circle after 4-year-old Impassioned 
dominated six other claiming sprinters in 
for $20,000 to $25,000. The 2.10-1 second 
choice, he set the pace with fractions of 
:22.40 and :45.61, opened a huge lead in 
midstretch, and finished three and a quar¬ 
ter lengths better than odds-on favorite 
Outsmarting Dixie. The winner sped five 
furlongs in :58.61. 

Impassioned is by Kafwain out of Star 
Kell (by Star de Naskra), a multiple stakes 
producer and one of four mares Johnson 
boards in Kentucky. Most of his remaining 
broodmares, some two dozen, reside at his 
Legacy Farm in Bluemont, Va. 

Impassioned’s year-younger half-sister 
Strike the Moon won a first-level allowance 
on April 15 by six lengths at Pimlico. The 
daughter of Malibu Moon had won her 
second start at Aqueduct in November and 
spent all winter in Florida with Trombetta’s 
string at Palm Meadows. 

“We’ve always liked her from the get- 
go,” Trombetta said.

Threeanddonedan, favored mightily at 
1-2, easily handled four foes in a $30,000 
maiden special weight on April 16. Under 
Harry Vega, the Pennsylvania-bred son of 
Dance With Ravens controlled the tempo, 
cruising to a big win. The colt, a half- 
brother to multiple stakes winner Twelve 
Pack Shelly, Salzman’s sharp 2-year-old 
of 2010, cost $15,000 at the Fasig-Tipton 
Midlantic Eastern Fall Yearling sale. 

A day earlier, Salzman took the first 
juvenile race of the year at Pimlico with 
filly Bluegrass Atatude and scored with 
Distinctly Donovan at Aqueduct. 

Ten of the last 12 years, the winner of 
the first juvenile race in Maryland has been 
dispatched by a Salzman (John Sr., Tim 
or John Jr.). John Salzman Jr. has won the 
first 2-year-old race in Maryland three con¬ 
secutive years, Bluegrass Atatude following 
Gator Prowl and Twelve Pack Shelly in that 
sequence. 

A chestnut daughter of Two Punch, 
Bluegrass Atatude had notched three bullet 
workouts at her Laurel Park base and was 
second choice in the four and half-furlong 
event. Vega righted her after she broke 
awkwardly and allowed her to relax on the 
way to a two-length victory. 

Owned by All of the Above Stable 
and bred by Bowman Sc Higgins Stable, 
Tony Du trow and Becky Davis, Bluegrass 
Atatude cost $10,000 at the Eastern Fall 
sale. Her dam, Potomac Bend, won five of 
seven starts, including the Cicada-G3 for 
owner Wayne Harrison and trainer Vinnie 
Blengs. 



Barry, a Saanen goat who was a popular fixture 
in the Laurel Park receiving barn for the past 
several years, died on April 8. Owner Heather 
Rolon said that Barry-named for trainer Barry 
Wiseman-apparently succumbed to problems 
associated with an abscess in his neck, a known 
risk for goats, who are notorious for ingesting 
found objects. Barry’s appetite was indisput¬ 
able-at his peak he weighed about 450 pounds. 


“If you go off of appearance, I think 
this is a better group through the year,” 
Salzman said. “I usually buy sprinter types, 
and that’s their limit, but these three horses 
I’ve run will go on; they’re nice, good-look¬ 
ing horses. I actually didn’t think they’d win 
going short. They impressed me.” 

Stephanie Nixon breaks all of Salzman’s 
babies in Ashland, Va., and touted Salzman 
on his crop of eight. 

“This year, I went down there, and she 
asked me, ‘The big question is which one 
is it?’ I said, ‘I can’t pick one-I like all of 
them,’” Salzman said. 

GOLDEN PROSPECT 

Owner Hazel Marsh and trainer Mary 
Eppler emerged this spring with a promis¬ 
ing turf prospect in Gold Tempest. Fifteen 
days after a second-place grass debut on 
April 7, the 3-year-old daughter of Stormy 
Atlantic broke her maiden with an impres¬ 
sive eighth-to-first rally under Sheldon 
Russell. 

Gold Tempest is out of Bright Gold, 
who won 12 races and nearly $500,000 
for Marsh and Eppler from 2003 to 2006. 
The Virginia-bred daughter of Hold for 
Gold was a potent turf sprinter in the Mid- 
Atlantic, competing in 14 stakes, winning 
or placing in nine of them. 


CONCEALED IDENTITY BACK 
IN WINNER’S CIRCLE 

On April 15, two of the best local 
3-year-olds met in a tough optional claimer. 
Concealed Identity, owned by Morris Bailey 
and Linda Gaudet, exited four consecutive 
stakes starts for Eddie Gaudet, while Line 
Change put a three-race win streak on the 
line for trainer Gary Capuano. 

Ridden by Sheldon Russell, Concealed 
Identity stalked the pace before drawing 
off to a three and a half-length score over 
Line Change, who rallied from fifth to be 
a clear second. 

Concealed Identity won his debut in 
the fall, then took the Maryland Juvenile 
Championship at Laurel in December. 
That victory prompted stakes appearances 
in the Dancing Count, Miracle Wood and 
Private Terms, in which Concealed Identity 
was far from disgraced but failed to hit 
the board. Dropping him in for a $30,000 
claiming tag, Gaudet got away with the 
move and the win. 

A Maryland-bred son of Smarty Jones 
out of multiple stakes winner Richetta (by 
Polish Numbers), Concealed Identity cost 
$16,000 at the 2009 Fasig-Tipton Midlantic 
Eastern Fall Yearling sale. 

PUTTING THINGS RIGHT 

The nation’s most triumphant horse in 
2010 got back to winning in 2011. World 
Gone Wrong, 13 times victorious last sea¬ 
son, was winless in her six most recent 
starts. Ben Mondello’s and Adam Russo’s 
5-year-old mare returned to her best form 
with a win on April 17. Trained by Scott 
Lake, the daughter of Proud Citizen ral¬ 
lied to nail co-favorite My Misty’s Echo 
by a head. 

“She’s the little big horse,” Lake said. 
“If every horse had her grit and determi¬ 
nation, you would see some unbelievable 
racing in the world.” 

TURF IS KEY FOR “RUBY” 

Eight-year-old La Gran Ruby lit up 
the tote board on April 15 when she 
won in allowance company on the turf. 
Owned and trained at Penn National by 
Samuel Webb, the daughter of Compadre 
had made 46 starts on turf and synthetic 
surfaces before being trounced twice on 
the dirt at Penn. Shipped to Laurel for a 
return to the turf, La Gran Ruby drew off 
and paid $91 for anybody brave enough to 
back her. She was the longest shot in the 
field of 10. 
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MCLEAN SCORES WITH 
FORMER JERKENS TRAINEE 

Trainer Louise McLean ratded off two 
straight wins with Howard Whitbred’s 
Belfast Lad. The 4-year-old son of Kelly 
Kip broke his maiden by six lengths on 
March 3 at Laurel Park and returned to win 
a conditioned claimer at Pimlico on April 7. 


Previously trained by Hall of Famer Allen 
Jerkens, Belfast Lad left Jerkens’s barn and 
arrived in McLean’s Middleburg, Va., barn 
this past winter. Jerkens was as excited 
about the wins as McLean. 

“I’m happy for her,” Jerkens said from 
his barn at Gulfstream Park. “She does 
a good job with her horses. I’m glad the 
horse could go there and do some good. 


She ran him where he belonged, and he got 
the job done for her. He couldn’t make it 
on the New York circuit with me, but he’s 
all right down there.” 

Bred in New York by Whitbred, Belfast 
Lad had finished third in a restricted stakes 
for Jerkens in 2009 but failed to win in six 
tries in New York. ^ 


HARRIS PICKS A NEW 
KIND OF WINNER 
AT PARX RACING

C raig Harris has picked a lot of win¬ 
ners through the years, but Ann’s 
Smart Dancer brought a new dimen¬ 
sion to his handicapping portfolio on April 
2 at Parx Racing. 

Formerly the Philadelphia Inquire ?s 
longtime public handicapper and turf writ¬ 
er under the pen name Craig Donnelly and 
now a Parx tip-sheet author, Harris got his 
first winner as owner/breeder when Ann’s 
Smart Dancer dominated a maiden special 
weight at seven furlongs. Following a slug¬ 
gish break, the 3-year-old Pennsylvania- 
bred daughter of Dance With Ravens 
cruised to a five and one quarter-length 
victory over Stand N Ovation in a debut the 
official Equibase chart called “impressive.” 

Harris bred Ann’s Smart Dancer in 
partnership with his father, Russ Harris, 
the longtime turf writer and handicapper 
for the New York Daily News, and his son, 
trainer Jeffrey A. Harris. Craig Harris and 
his father own Ann’s Smart Dancer under 
Silver Lake Stable; the filly was named after 
Craig Harris’s late wife, Ann. 

Harris claimed Ann’s Smart Dancer’s 
dam, Bennington (by Ide), for $7,500 out 
of a race on July 4, 2006, at Parx Racing 
(then Philadelphia Park), from which she 
was vanned off with a fractured seasmoid. 

“It was a clean fracture,” said Harris, 
“so we were able to save her. She had a nice 
pedigree, being a full sister to Lone Star 
Derby winner Percy Hope, sol decided to 


make her a broodmare. She’s a big, good- 
looking mare, and when she raced she had 
a really nice turn of foot.” 

Harris sent Bennington to Mark Reid’s 
Walnut Green in West Grove, Pa., where 
she foaled Ann’s Smart Dancer in January 
2008, a few weeks after his wife’s death. 
(“I just knew it was going to be a filly,” he 
said.) In 2009, Bennington produced a colt 
by Dance With Ravens; in 2010, a filly by 
Fairbanks, and this year a colt by Toccet. 
She is being bred back to Fairbanks. 

Unraced at 2 because of bucked shins, 
Ann’s Smart Dancer was well prepared for 
her April 2 debut. She failed to break 
sharply under jockey Frankie Pennington 
but quickly recovered to attend favored 
Lebo Lady’s early pace. Under a light hold, 
Ann’s Smart Dancer drew even near the 
quarter pole and spurted clear, opening up 
a four-length lead in midstretch and pro¬ 
ceeding unchallenged. She paid $6.80 to 
win. 

Conditioned by Robert E. (Butch) Reid, 
brother of Mark Reid, Ann’s Smart Dancer 
finished in 1:25.81 and earned $27,000. 

“She was very calm in the paddock and 
post parade, changed leads nicely and won 
under wraps,” Harris said. 

HARTWELLS, PRECIAD0 
SWEEP STAKES DUO 

It was a big afternoon for owner Wil¬ 
liam Hartwell, wife Frances and trainer 


Ramon Preciado, as the three combined 
to sweep a pair of seven-furlong, $75,000 
Pennsylvania-bred stakes on April 9. 

Preciado saddled Lyman Handicap win¬ 
ner Golddigger’s Boy and Foxy J. G. Stakes 
winner Jemilyn, both bred by Frances 
Hartwell. 

In the Lyman, Golddigger’s Boy was 
the 2.10-1 second choice behind heavily 
favored Movin’ Out, who had captured the 
Bensalem Stakes in his prior start and who 
appeared the lone speed in a field of five. 

Movin’ Out sped to the lead but weak¬ 
ened in the stretch, inviting Golddigger’s 
Boy’s late kick. Under Stewart Elliott, 
Golddigger’s Boy drew away to nearly a 
two-length victory over the pacesetter, 
finishing in 1:21.24. Multiple stakes winner 
Whistle Pig, returning from a long layoff, 
was third. 

Jemilyn, the Angel Arroyo-ridden 
favorite, won the Foxy J. G. Stakes for 
the second straight year. After stalking 
frontrunner Outlaw Dancer, the 6-year-old 
chestnut mare took command in mid¬ 
stretch and won by a length and a quarter 
over Diva’s Gold, with Bright Abyss third. 
The winner was clocked in 1:22.29. 

The stakes-winning double extended the 
Hartwells’ homebred success. Golddigger’s 
Boy is a 4-year-old son of Jump Start out 
of Golddigger Beware, by Prenup. He is 
a half-brother to the talented Ucan’tcme, 
a son of Bowman’s Band who won the 
restricted Christopher Elser Memorial 
Stakes at Parx Racing last fall, then suc¬ 
cumbed the week before the Pennsylvania 
Nursery Stakes as morning-line favorite. 
Colitis-X was believed the cause of death. 

Bred and raced by the Hartwells, 
Golddigger Beware placed in the Pistol 
Packer Handicap and Foxy J. G. Stakes and 
earned $164,209. She has a 2-year-old colt 
named Dilatory, by Grand Reward, and 
produced a filly by Mineshaft this spring. 

The Hartwells also bred and raced 
the second dam of Golddigger’s Boy, 
Flagnlinda. She was conditioned by the late 
Bob Camac, a leading Mid-Atlantic trainer 
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who suggested the mating that produced 
dual classic winner Smarty Jones for Roy 
and Patricia Chapman. 

Golddigger’s Boy was third in the Peppy 
Addy Stakes last year. From eight starts, he 
has won four and placed in four, earning 
$196,368. 

Jemilyn is a daughter of Good and 
Tough out of Twenty Four Carat, by Gold 
Spring (Arg). Twenty Four Carat, another 
Hartwell homebred, has a 2-year-old filly 
by Taste of Paradise named Diamond 
Paradise, and a yearling filly by Limehouse. 

Last year, Jemilyn won the PHBA 
Distaff Stakes in addition to the Foxy J. 
G. From 18 lifetime starts, she has seven 
victories and $449,703 in purses. 

Prior to the FoxyJ. G., Jemilyn was third 
in the $75,000 Langhorne Stakes at Parx on 
March 29 behind favored Haris s a, who cl 
shipped to Bensalem from her New York 
base for trainer Mike Hushion. 

A 4-year-old daughter of Afleet Alex, 
Harissa covered the six and a half furlongs 
in 1:16.93 with jockey Stewart Elliott, win¬ 
ning by four lengths over Indian Legend. A 
winner of three stakes in three 2011 starts, 
Harissa captured Laurel Park's Grade 2 
Barbara Fritchie Handicap in her previous 
start. 

QUANTUM MISS AFFIRMS 
HER QUALITY 

Daniel M. Ryan's homebred Quantum 
Miss punctuated her triumph in New 
York's Cicada Stakes-G3 by returning 
home to Parx and capturing the $75,000 
Trevose Stakes on April 19 for trainer 
Anthony Du trow. 

Ridden by Cornelio Velasquez, the 
Pennsylvania-bred daughter of Smoke 
Glacken covered six furlongs in 1:10.62, 
winning by one and a half lengths over 
Grand Kisses, with Dream diree and a half 
lengths back in third. 

It was the fourth win from six starts for 
Quantum Miss, an earner of $194,450. She 
is being aimed for Belmont Park's Grade 1 
Prioress Stakes on July 4. 

MCMANIGELL RETURNS 
TO THE SADDLE 

Apprentice jockey Kristina McManigell, 
21, returned to the saddle early in April 
after recovering from an accident at Parx 
on January 17. 

In that spill, McManigell's mount, High 
Fly Am ore, fell while leading the field. 
McManigell was taken to the University of 
Pennsylvania Hospital in Philadelphia and 


diagnosed with a hairline fracture of the 
C-6 vertebra. 

McManigell won several races the sec¬ 
ond week of April, including one aboard 
the Richard Vega-trained Cabaret Cowboy 
on April 12 and another on the John 
Tammaro II-trained Steady Gentleman, 
that a seven-furlong starter allowance on 
April 11. 

“I'm feeling great,” said McManigell. “I 
especially feel good after getting back into 
the winner's circle. I really missed it, and it's 
so good to be back.” 

A graduate of the Chris McCarron 
North American Racing Academy in 
Lexington, Ky., McManigell said she recu¬ 
perated at home in Kentucky, wearing a 
neck brace. 

“When I was home, I was resdess to 
get back,” she said. “My parents know that 
I love what I do, although they did try to 
suggest I do something else. They were 
worried, of course, when I started back. 
I know they have a hard time watching 
my races now, because they were watching 
when I had the spill. But they are still sup¬ 
portive.” 


Before coming to Parx late in 2010, 
McManigell rode at Suffolk Downs and 
was the leading apprentice at Tampa Bay 
Downs. She also worked as an exercise 
rider for Todd Pletcher. 

GL0RI0S0 SIDELINED BY 
AUTOMOBILE ACCIDENT 

Trainer Ron Glorioso, a fixture on the 
Parx Racing backs tretch since it opened in 
1974, spent five days in a Bucks County, 
Pa., hospital following an automobile acci¬ 
dent on April 1. Glorioso said it was the 
first time he'd missed that many consecu¬ 
tive days of training in 37 years. 

“I don't remember being hit, and when 
I regained consciousness five days had 
passed,” said Glorioso, a former direc¬ 
tor of the Pennsylvania Thoroughbred 
Horsemen's Association. His injuries 
included a severe concussion, bruised ribs, 
nerve damage in his neck, back and arms, 
and facial contusions. The pickup truck in 
which he was riding was a total loss. ^ 
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“STRIKE” IS FABULOUS 
IN RETURN AT 
PENN NATIONAL

A fter an 18-month layoff for a near- 
career-ending ligament injury, Grade 
1 -winning millionaire Fabulous Strike 
made a triumphant return to the races on 
April 9 for owner Walter Downey and 
trainer Todd Beattie. 

In an allowance race at six furlongs, 
Fabulous Strike showed he still possessed 
his old pizzazz as he zipped to the lead 
and held four rivals at bay, setting quick 
splits of :22.08, :44.58 and :56.66 over the 
sloppy surface. 

Under Dana Whitney, the dark bay 
8-year-old gelding flashed under the wire 
unchallenged, winning by two lengths over 
stakes winner Peppi Knows in 1:09.53. 
Wink At the Girls, Parx Racing’s 2010 
Horse of the Year, finished third. 

“His best races haven’t come over slop¬ 
py tracks, but he was ready to run,” Beattie 
said of Fabulous Strike. “He needed a 
good race, and Mr. Downey and I are both 
very pleased with the results.” 

Fabulous Strike’s itinerary might include 
a start at Belmont Park, Beattie said. “He 
loves that track.” 

In October 2009, Fabulous Strike 
finished second to Kodiak Kowboy in 
Belmont’s Vosburgh Stakes-G1 following 
a victory in the race in 2007 and a second- 
place finish in 2008. However, he came out 
of that effort with damage to the ligament 
in his left foreleg, an injury Beattie thought 
could end his brilliant career. 

Because Fabulous Strike was a geld¬ 
ing, the decision was made to try to bring 
him back to the races. Stem-cell therapy 
was performed by Dr. Michael Ross at 
the New Bolton Center of the University 
of Pennsylvania, and eventually Fabulous 
Strike was cleared to gallop and then to 
train at race speed. In mid-March, the son 
of Smart Strike had his first timed work¬ 
out, breezing four furlongs in :48.60. He 
had two more works before the April 9 


allowance, including a sizzling five-furlong 
move, :58.60 from the gate on March 26. 

Fabulous Strike earned $27,360 for his 
allowance win, which increased his earn¬ 
ings to $1,436,772. He’s won 15 times, 
including 12 stakes, from 25 starts. 

Fabulous Strike was foaled at Ron 
and Barbara Rickline’s Xanthus Farm in 
Gettysburg, Pa. Downey, a longtime client 
of the Ricklines, has foaled many mares 
there; the gelding’s dam, Fabulous Find (by 
Lost Code), is deceased. 

The Ricklines still have four half-sisters 
of Fabulous Find—Sweet Talkin Babe, 
Slewzy Floozy and Good Night Babe—her 
mother, Dial a Babe, and Dial a Babe’s 
half-sister Digamistress. Barbara Rickline 
said that Dial a Babe, a 22-year-old daugh¬ 
ter of Fire Dancer, was bred to Caicos this 
year in hopes of replicating the cross that 
produced Fabulous Strike. 

Caicos, a son of Smart Strike, is stand¬ 
ing his first season at Xanthus in 2011. 

BIG SEASON FOR 
TRAINER MIKE PAPPADA 

Since the year began, trainer Mike 
Pappada has won with nearly 25 percent 
of his Penn National starters. 

Without fanfare, Pappada was about 40 
victories short of the 1,000-win milestone 
through April 25. His stable, typically 15 
to 17 horses, features mostly claiming and 
allowance types, including seven for top 
owner Eugene Melnyk. 

A native of Ohio, Pappada did not 
come from a racing family; he was intro¬ 
duced to the race track through one of 
his father’s friends, for whom he rubbed 
horses at Thistledown. 

Pappada received his trainer’s license 
in 1976, conditioning his first horses at 
Keystone Racetrack (now Parx Racing) 
before heading home to Ohio in 1978. At 
Thistledown, he was at or near the top of 


the standings for many years, winning the 
trainer’s title in 1982. 

‘When racing started to go downhill 
in Ohio, I decided to move my opera¬ 
tion to Mountaineer in 1998,” he said. 
“Mountaineer’s purses were good because 
of slots, and then a few years ago I came to 
Penn National.” 

At Mountaineer, Pappada was an HBPA 
board member. He also scored one of 
his biggest victories there, Immediate 
Reaction’s wire-to-wire spree in the 2005 
edition of the $85,000 West Virginia House 
of Delegates Speaker’s Cup Stakes. 

Pappada’s winners this year include Rob 
N Jeff, who won his first race on April 
15, and Ryconah, who broke her maiden 
on March 19. Both are owned by Robert 
Cseplo. 

AND SHE CAN RUN, TOO 

She Wears It Well shipped from her 
Fair Hill Training Center base in Mary¬ 
land to capture an allowance route for 
Pennsylvania-bred fillies and mares on 
April 19 for trainer F.E. (Tuck) Hunter. 

On a sloppy track, the 4-year-old 
daughter of Nudge made the lead under 
Manuel Chaves and steadily broadened it, 
opening an eight-length advantage after 
six furlongs. She Wears It Well maintained 
a commanding margin, six rivals strung 
out behind her, and reached the wire three 
lengths better than Marciannie, with Wild 
Symphony third. The time was 1:45.56 for 
one mile, 70 yards. 

She Wears It Well was bred by owner 
Broadwall Farm LLC, the nom de course 
of Massachusetts resident Meg Ferguson. 
Ferguson is a longtime client of trainer 
Hunter and his wife, Heather, who own 
Spinnaker Hill Farm in West Grove, Pa. 
Ferguson stood Nudge for several seasons 
in Pennsylvania, and the Hunters have 
foaled all of her Pennsylvania-bred runners. 

“I still have Nudge, and I do love him,” 
Ferguson said of the $315,000 Keeneland 
September yearling by Pleasant Tap out of 
the Mr. Leader mare Melo Melody. “He 
has a really good pedigree, but people are 
not interested in the Pleasant Tap [Pleasant 
Colony] line because they take so long to 
mature. And he got hurt before he could 
do what he was meant to on the track. So 
no one in Pennsylvania was interested in 
him as a sire. But he has had some winners 
out of my ‘nothing’ mares.” 

A half-sister to two stakes horses, out 
of the Manastash Ridge mare She Wears 
Makeup, She Wears It Well has won three 
of six starts and $49,800. 
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KRAVETS WINS THREE 
RACES IN A ROW 

Bruce Kravets saddled the winners of 
the first three races on April 22. 

Kravets tightened the girth on Richard 
A. Scott’s Ready Or Not in the opener, then 
followed with Lyndsey Too for owner/ 
breeder David B. Anderson in a maid¬ 


en special weight for Pennsylvania-bred 
3-year-old fillies. Kravets, a longtime Penn 
National trainer, completed his pick three 
with a victory in the third with Stevark 
Stable’s and David Nuesch’s Jules Caesar. 
Stevark is Kravets spelled backward. 

Prior to his three-bagger, Kravets had 
won nine of 123, an uncharacteristically 


slow start for the perennial leading con¬ 
ditioner. 

In a career that began in 1977, Kravets 
had 19,369 starters through April 23, with 
3,275 wins, 3,025 seconds, 2,680 thirds and 
more than $23.5 million in purses. ^ 


STATE-BREDS IN 
FULL BLOOM AT 
CHARLES TOWN

E arly April proved to be an excel¬ 
lent time to see talented state-breds 
in action at Charles Town. Slew 
of Bullets, a 3-year-old Slew City Slew 
filly bred in West Virginia by Alexander 
Rizer, finished third in last year’s Tri-State 
Futurity (won by Steady Warrior), in her 
debut and facing males. She required four 
more starts to reach the winner’s circle, 
taking a maiden special on February 25, 
but then came right back to score in a six 
and a half-furlong allowance over a sloppy 
(sealed) track on April 8. Owned by Eric 
A. Rizer and trained by Ollie Figgins III, 
Slew of Bullets (out of Ministers Bullet, by 
Mr. Executioner) has earned $51,247 in a 
half-dozen career tries, all at Charles Town. 

Trainer David Walters unleashed 
Michael J. Miller’s Ample Opportunity for 
a three-quarter-length victory in a six and 
a half-furlong allowance on April 8. Jockey 
Joshua Navarro guided the 4-year-old 
daughter of Belong to Me to the win, near¬ 
ly doubling her career earnings to $44,570. 
Ample Opportunity (out of Kettle Ridge, 
by Mr. Prospector) descends from the 
female family of champion 3-year-old clas¬ 
sic winner Bold Forbes. She was bred by 
Francis W. (Chip) Daniel III, and privately 
purchased by Miller. 

On April 5,4-year-old homebreds Print- 
scess Poach and Confederate Silver distin¬ 
guished themselves in allowance company. 
Printscess Poach (by West Virginia-based 
stallion Prints of Peace) eked out a nose 
victory in a seven-furlong test under jock¬ 
ey Gustavo Larrosa. The bay filly, who 
returned to finish third in the Original 


Gold Stakes won by Come Here Oonga 
on Charles Town Classic night (April 16) 
is trained and owned by Dale Shockey. She 
has nine wins and placings from 17 career 
starts, and earnings of $109,595. 

Confederate Silver, owned and trained 
by David Hendrickson, blew away his rivals 
en route to a five-length victory in a six 
and a half-furlong test. Ridden by jockey 
Mathew McGowan, the son of Dixie’s 
Wild Again recorded his third win in eight 
career starts. 

RUNCO MAKES MOST 
OF OPPORTUNITIES 

Jeff Runco became just the 24th trainer 
in North American history to notch 3,000 
wins in a career when Sweet Halucination 
cruised home to win by eight and a quarter 
lengths in the fifth race on April 23. Seven- 
pound bug rider Gilberto Santiago guided 
the 4-year-old son of Domestic Dispute 
in the six and a half-furlong claiming test. 
Runco had gotten win 2,999 four races 
earlier with Shine for Me’s frontrunning 
six-length score in maiden special weight 
company. Both runners are owned by 
James F. Lewis. 

The journey to 3,000 wins proved pure 
Runco, as the veteran trainer mixed and 
matched a variety of horses across the 
levels of competition offered at Charles 
Town. In addition to a steady staple of 
claiming races, Runco closed in on the 
milestone with a pair of maiden special 
weight wins and an allowance victory. On 
April 2, he dispatched Silverton Hill LLC 
(Bonnie and Tommy Hamilton)’s 3-year- 


old colt Bluegrass Chat to a 10%-length 
win in a seven-furlong maiden special 
weight under apprentice rider Antonio 
Lopez. 

Five days later, Runco and Silverton Hill 
were back in the winner’s circle after jockey 
Travis Dunkelberger coaxed Hoolihan to a 
neck victory in a six and one-half-furlong 
allowance. Then on April 16, Runco and 
Lopez teamed up once more for a seven- 
furlong maiden special weight victory with 
Redman’s Hatch. A Rutledge Farm home¬ 
bred, the Leroidesanimaux (Brz) colt was 
undeterred by a sloppy track, winning by 
two lengths. 

DAVIS, DOOLEY A 
WINNING COMBO 

The combination of trainer Scooter 
Davis and jockey Clifford Dooley contin¬ 
ued to be a formidable one this spring. On 
March 26, Davis’s 7-year-old Disco Indy 
scored a four-length victory in a seven-fur- 
long race with Dooley in the irons. Risked 
for a $32,000 claiming price, the son of 
Jump Start earned $18,000. Four days later, 
Davis and Dooley helped owner Winfred 
L. Hess Jr. reach the winner’s circle with 
Goolagong. The four-year-old gray filly, 
whose previous start was a runner-up 
performance at Woodbine in November, 
scored by three lengths in the four and a 
half-furlong sprint allowance. 

Davis, Dooley and Hess were back at it 
on April 2 with another allowance victory. 
This time, 5-year-old West Virginia-bred 
Best to Go West did the honors with a 
one and a quarter-length score. Best to Go 
West is a son of Way West (Ft) out of Best 
Prize (by Lite the Fuse). Davis and Dooley 
added a victory for breeder/owner Naomi 
R. Long in an April 15 maiden special 
weight. Three-year-old West Virginia-bred 
Party Cake (Reparations—Sweet Music, by 
Melodisk) locked onto the inside rail and 
obliterated her competition for a 10-length 
win in the seven-furlong test. Party Cake 
was making her eighth career start; in her 
previous effort, on March 31, she finished 
second for a $16,000 claiming tag. 
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JENKINS RUNNERS 
OUT IN FORCE 

Trainer Rodney Jenkins scored a pair of 
allowance wins run over longer distances 
at Charles Town. On March 26, Jenkins 
sent out Lazy Lane Farms Inc.’s stakes 
winner Edgewater with jockey Travis 
Dunkelberger up for a one and one-eighth- 
mile allowance score over a fast track. The 
5-year-old Lion Heart gelding ran down a 
talented field after a slow start. Fifth of six 
at the half-mile mark, Edgewater gathered 
in two-time Charles Town Classic winner 
Researcher before steadily picking off his 
rivals for a length and a quarter victory. 
Zohar Ben-Dov’s Researcher, in his first 
flat track action since April 2010, finished 
a disappointing fourth for trainer Neil 
Morris. Aimed for a steeplechase career 
after Ben-Dov purchased him from the 
estate of Hermen Greenberg last year, 


Researcher was put on course for a third 
bid at the Charles Town Classic early this 
season but ultimately failed to make the cut 
based on earnings. 

Jenkins and Dunkelberger combined 
for another win on April 16, when the 
6-year-old Pennsylvania-bred Luckifee 
rallied down the stretch to record a 
three-quarter-length victory as the odds- 
on favorite. Luckifee, owned by Ellen 
Charles’s Hillwood Stable, was runner- 
up to Researcher in the 2009 HBPA 
Governor’s Cup Handicap. 

TWO GOOD 3-YEAR-OLDS FOR 
SANDERSON AND COMPANY 

Another successful trio-breeder/ 
owner Wade S. Sanderson, trainer Christo¬ 
pher Keller and j ockey Mathew McGowan— 
is making waves with a pair of 3-year-olds, 
both Sanderson homebreds. 


Aaron’s Way, winner of last year’s Henry 
Mercer Memorial Stakes, maintained his 
record at a perfect 3-for-3 with a front¬ 
running allowance score on April 12. The 
3-year-old son of Yes It’s True, and first 
foal out of stakes winner Malibu Sue (by 
Malibu Moon), has earned $62,280. 

On March 25, Buckle Bunny Babe 
scored by two and three-quarters lengths as 
odds-on favorite while making her second 
start in maiden special weight company. 
The daughter of Stephen Got Even is out 
of Serafina Pekkala, by Seeking the Gold.

On April 2, owner/trainer Timothy 
Shanley’s Inner Power made his back¬ 
ers very happy and so much richer when 
paying $120.20 after driving to a length

HOT SUMMER TOPS 
VA-BRED EXACTA IN 
GRADE 3 COMELY 


A queduct’s Comely Stakes-G3 on April 9 turned out to be a 
race to the wire for fillies from two of Virginia’s longtime 
leading Thoroughbred breeding establishments. 

Hot Summer, bred by Joe L. Allbritton’s Lazy Lane Farms 
near Upperville, carried the colors of Harold L. Queen to a brisk 
two and a quarter-length score over Her Smile, racing as a home¬ 
bred for Willham M. Backer, proprietor of Smitten Farm near 
Middleburg. 

Sold by her breeder for $180,000 at the 2009 Keeneland 
September Yearling sale, Hot Summer won her maiden last 
October at Monmouth Park, in her second start, and aired in 
allowance company at Parx Racing in November, in her third 
and final start at 2. Her first outing of 2011 - as well as her stakes 
debut-came in the Davona Dale Stakes-G2 at Gulfstream Park 
on February 26, in which she finished a disappointing fifth. 


Trainer David Fawkes found redemption for Hot Summer in 
the Comely (like the Davona Dale at a mile on dirt), as the dark 
bay willingly tracked the pacesetters before unleashing her winning 
move under jockey Luis Saez. Fourth choice in the field of seven, 
Hot Summer paid $14 to win, topped the exacta worth $48.40, and 
completed the mile in 1:35.58. The victory boosted her earnings 
to $158,200. 

Leigh Delacour-trained Her Smile (by Include), winner of last 
year’s Donna Freyer Stakes in the South Carolina Residency Race 
program at Parx Racing, used the Comely as a springboard for the 
May 6 Kentucky Oaks-Gl, in which she finished 11th for her new 
connections, owner Bobby Flay and trainer Todd Pletcher. 

Hot Summer (by Malibu Moon) was bred by Lazy Lane from 
the Quiet American mare Summer Delight. Purchased by Lazy 
Lane for $120,000 at the 2000 Keeneland September Yearling 
sale, Summer Delight finished second in the National Jockey Club 
Oaks and earned $77,390 before joining the Lazy Lane broodmare 
band. She was well on her way to fulfilling her promise when she 
succumbed to foaling complications this spring. Fortunately, the 
foal, a Malibu Moon colt, survived and is “doing great,” said the 
farm’s president, Frank Shipp. “He’s on a nurse mare. He reminds 
us a lot of Hot Summer, except that he’s even bigger and stronger 
than she was at this stage.” 

Explaining how Summer Delight was chosen to become part 
of Lazy Lane’s elite operation, Shipp said: “She was not real big, 
but she was well put together and we loved the family.” Summer 
Delight was a great-granddaughter of the stellar producer Toll 
Booth, whom Lazy Lane owned near the end of her career. “And 
we wanted to get back in that pedigree,” Shipp said. 

Summer Delight’s first foal, Southwest, a 2005 colt by Cozzene, 
lacked the size needed to be a strong auction prospect, so Lazy 
Lane kept him and raced him. He placed in four stakes and earned 
$217,946. 

Lazy Lane also raced Hot Summer’s half-sister Summer Shade 
(by Stephen Got Even), a two-time winner of $45,780 who retired 
to the farm’s broodmare ranks last fall at the end of her 3-year-old 
campaign and is in foal for 2012 to Bellamy Road. 

Waiting to make their mark are a 2-year-old Lemon Drop Kid 
colt whom Lazy Lane sold for $120,000 (with Mill Ridge Sales as 
agent) at the 2009 Keeneland November sale, and who was resold 
at last year’s Keeneland September Yearling sale for $420,000, and 
a yearling colt by Hard Spun. 

Hot Summer came along in a year when Lazy Lane sold all 
of its yearling fillies, recalled Shipp. However, he expresses no 
remorse at having sold her. “Hal Queen’s barn is a great place to 
be in, and David Fawkes is a nice up and coming trainer,” he said. 
“She was well sold.”

Not For Love Named Maryland's 
Sire-Of-The-Year For 5th Straight Year 


The shelves are filling up with the awards earned by the most distinguished stallion in 
Maryland! With the announcement of the Maryland Horse Breeder Association's 2010 award 
winners, Not For Love has been named Maryland's sire of the year for a fifth concecutive 
year, and for the eighth time since 2002. 

The son of Mr. Prospector, who has made his entire career at Northview Stallion Station, 
earned his 2010 award by siring the earners of $4,932,820 and being represented by 16 
stakes horses, five of them stakes winners. His top earner for the season, Love That Dance, 
has been named 2010 New Jersey-bred Horse of the Year and champion handicap mare. 
Other Not For Love state-bred champions named for 2010 are Not Abroad (Maryland-bred 
champion 3-year-old male) and Together Indy (New Jersey-bred champion handicap horse). 



Not For Love ranks among the top-10 stallions deemed by the Durability Committee of the 
Welfare and Safety of the Racehorse Summits as "stallions which are commercially viable 
AND produce progeny statistics which would tend to indicate above average performance in 
two areas—average number of starts per starter and percentage of foals which get to the 
races." Of the top 200 stallions by progeny earnings in the nation, he ranked eighth by 
lifetime percentage of starters from foals (81.28 percent). And by lifetime starts per starters, 
he ranked 10th (20.35 starts). The nation's leading sire standing outside of Kentucky (by 
North American earnings) for eight consecutive years. Not For Love combines durability and 
quality. Those are the signs of a champion sire. 
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One of the most successful stallions standing in 
Pennsylvania, with his third crop just coming to the 
races. Medallist is a source of dazzling speed. His 
champion son, IBBOYEE, in his second start of the year, 
flew from the back of the 11-horse field in Churchill 
Downs's Gr. 2 Churchill Downs S. on Derby Day (May 7) 
and just missed in the $300,000 seven-furlong sprint. 
The Equibase chart comment noted: "IBBOYEE, outrun 
off the inside, swung to the outside once in the stretch 
and closed fast in the middle of the strip to be going best 
at the finish." 

With that effort, IBBOYEE pushed his career earnings to 
$652,155 from 16 starts. The New York-bred champion 
2-year-old of 2009, IBBOYEE won four of five starts his 
championship season, three times in stakes. The five¬ 
time stakes winner owned by Anstu Stables Inc. and 
trained by Todd Pletcher now has six stakes placings, 
four in graded company. 

TROPHY BOY, a member of Medallist's second crop, 
became a stakes winner in only his second career outing, 
taking Beulah Park's Howard B. Noonan S. on April 16 by 
a widening five lengths. The 3-year-old Ohio-bred colt, 
bred and owned by Meadow Springs Farm LLC and 
trained by William Cowans, had won first-time out one 
month earlier by a sparkling five and a quarter lengths. 

Medallist, the number one sire in the Northeast 
by number of stakes winners in 2010, has six 
stakes horses in his first two crops. Through 


early May, he has the highest percentage of winners per 
starters among the Mid-Atlantic region's top 15 sires of 
2011 and he ranks ninth in Pennsylvania by progeny 
earnings, with his 38 runners earning more than 
$500,000. 

Runners by Medallist are equally efficient on dirt, turf or 
synthetic. Among his recent winners are Hollywood 
allowance winner Pedaltothemedal, who scored in her 
first start in nine months at Hollywood Park on the all- 
weather surface on April 24. It was the second win in a 
row for the 3-year-old filly, who was second in her only 
other start. 

Getting her first win, over Turfway Park's Polytrack, was 
the 4-year-old filly Reason to Medal in maiden special 
weight company going five and a half furlongs. Love 
Like Ours, did the same, pulling away to win at five 
furlongs on the turf at Tampa Bay on April 17. 

And allowance star Bessie M scored at six furlongs at 
Calder Race Course on the main track on April 29, and 
returned to win at seven furlongs eight days later! The

WHAT IS MHBA’S PAC? 

It is a political action committee formed by the Maryland 
Horse Breeders Association. The PAC solicits voluntary con¬ 
tributions from individuals or corporations to support issues 
or assist selected candidates for public office in the state of 
Maryland who are interested in the problems of our industry 
and are willing to help us solve those problems. 

WHY DO WE NEED PAC? 

The largest market for horses bred in Maryland is horse rac¬ 
ing, an industry which is closely regulated by state govern¬ 
ment. In addition, while not well understood, horse breeding 
is an especially important segment of Maryland agriculture. 
The economic well-being of racing and breeding is very much 
a function of the political process. It is essential to the health of 
our industry that we educate our elected official and support 
those who work with us on issues vital to our interests. 


HOW DOES PAC WORK? 

The PAC receives voluntary contributions through its trea¬ 
surer which are then disbursed to candidates or spent 
supporting issues as selected by a committee headed by 
the chairperson of the MHBA Legislative Committee. 
Any administrative expense will be paid by the MHBA. 
Reports of PAC contributions must be filed with the State 
Administrative Board of Election Laws and are a matter of 
public record. 

WHAT ARE THE LAWS GOVERNING 
CAMPAIGN CONTRIBUTIONS? 

No corporation or individual may give more than $4,000 to 
a single candidate or more than $10,000 to all candidates in 
any given four-year election cycle. Any contribution to the 
PAC must be included in your $10,000 total for an election. 

WHAT IS THE TAX STATUS OF MY 
CONTRIBUTION? 

There are no deductions or credits allowed on your state tax 
returns but federal law permits a credit of 50 percent on total 
political contributions up to a $50 credit (for a $100 contri¬ 
bution) on individual returns, and a $100 credit (for a $200 
contribution) on joint returns. Political contributions are not 
deductible business expenses.

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Looking back 


10 years ago 

I Robert E. Meyerhoff’s Include charged 
to victory in the $750,000 Pimlico Special 
Stakes-Gl. Ridden by Jerry Bailey, the 
Bud Delp-trained 4-year-old son of Broad 
Brush became the fourth Maryland-bred 
winner in 36 runnings of the historic 
Special, following Challedon (1939, ’40), 
Vertex (1958) and Cigar (1995). 

The victory was the richest ever for 
Delp. Although he trained Spectacular Bid 
to win the (1979) Kentucky Derby and 
Preakness, those races carried purses of 
$200,000-added. For Meyerhoff, Include 
became his fourth Grade 1 -winning 
homebred, following Broad Brush, 
Concern and Valley Crossing. 

I A reflection of Virginia-bred Pleasant 
Colony’s long and successful career, both 
on the track and at stud, reiterated his 
impact on the breed. 

An Eclipse Award-winning Kentucky 
Derby/Preakness winner who was pen¬ 
sioned from stud duty at Lane’s End Farm 
prior to the 2000 breeding season, Plea¬ 
sant Colony had a brief stay at the Ken¬ 
tucky Horse Park before being moved to 
Blue Ridge Farm in Upperville, Va.-near 
his Buckland Farm birthplace-in May 
2000. Attempts at breeding the 23-year- 
old to a few select mares in 2001 were 
unsuccessful, and the son of Ftis Majesty 
was officially retired. 

Wrote Tim Capps: “Pleasant Colony’s 
sire statistics are those of an exceptional 
stallion, none more impressive than his 
16 percent stakes winners from total start¬ 
ers, 13 percent from total foals. Only the 
best of the breed achieve such percentages, 
particularly over the long haul, and Plea¬ 
sant Colony, a long-haul horse on the 
track and at stud, will be remembered as 
one of the best.” 

I Foxhunting owner/rider Michael Hoff¬ 
man guided his foxhunter Solo Lord to 
victory in the $65,000 Maryland Hunt 
Cup. The 9-year-old son of Assault 
Landing led over all 22 fences and for 
every bit of the four miles, winning by 12 
lengths while turning in the fifth-fastest 
clocking in the race’s 105 runnings. 

2J years ago 

I California-bred and based Snow Chief 
redeemed himself after a 1 OVVlength 
drubbing as the favorite in the Kentucky 


Derby-Gl to dominate the Grade 1 
Preakness, scoring by four lengths over 
Derby winner Ferdinand. Maryland-bred 
Broad Brush, third in the Derby, finished 
third in front of the home crowd. 

Trained by Mel Stute for septuagen¬ 
arians Carl Grinstead and Ben Rochelle, 
Snow Chief was ridden to victory by 
22-year-old Alex Solis. 

I In taking the richest jump race in 
the U.S. in 1986, the $100,000 Iroquois 
Steeplechase, Martie Sanger’s Uncle Edwin 
retired the race’s trophy. Sanger described 
the achievement of her gelding’s three 
Iroquois wins as “a true composite of 
Smithwick brilliance.” 

Uncle Edwin, a 9-year-old son of 
Quadravan, was bred in Virginia by 
Dorothy Fred Smithwick, trained by Hall 
of Famer D.M. (Mikey) Smithwick and 
ridden to his biggest victories by D.M. 
(Speedy) Smithwick Jr. 

JO years ago 

I Not since Native Dancer thrilled a 
partisan crowd,” noted Joe Hickey Jr., 

“. . . had a renewal of the Triple Crown’s 
middle jewel evoked quite so much enthu¬ 
siasm and admiration among Maryland 
horsemen as this year when little [15.1, 

960 pounds] Carry Back made the 
‘experts’ eat crow.” 

Running in the colors of Mrs. Kather¬ 
ine Price, the wife of Inis trainer/breeder, 
Jack Price, Carry Back won the Kentucky 
Derby as the favorite. But “bloodline 
scholars had difficulty resigning them¬ 
selves to accepting as a classicist a colt 
sired by a crippled sprinter who had no 
opportunity to prove himself at a distance, 
and produced by a non-winner barred for 
her bad post behavior,” wrote Hickey. 

Conceived in Maryland at Country Life 
Farm and foaled in Florida, the son of 
Saggy out of Joppy was installed as the 
even-money favorite for the Preakness. 
Under jockey John Sellers, Carry Back made 
a desperate run in the stretch to collar the 
pacesetter, Leonard P. Sasso’s Wood 
Memorial winner Globemaster, and win 
by three-quarters of a length. Mrs. Price 
and her two-time classic winner appeared 
on the cover of the Maryland Horse. 

I Bliss Flaccus’s 10-year-old bay gelding 
Simple Samson, trained by Sidney Watters, 
gave Crompton Smith Jr. his second win in 
the Maryland Hunt Cup when taking the 
lead at the final fence and gliding home by 


eight lengths over Full Stop. The 23-year- 
old Smith won the race two years earlier 
with H. Robertson Fenwick’s Fluctuate. 

■ The Larry MacPhail dispersal, wit¬ 
nessed by nearly 500 spectators at Bel Air 
race track, generated $337,900, with 55 
horses selling for an average of $6,143. 

Topping the sale, on a bid of $28,500 
by Pennsylvanian James E. Ryan, was the 
9-year-old broodmare ^Ephemeral II, sold 
with her suckling *Sea Charger filly. 

Also sold was Little Sphinx, an 18year-old 
daughter of * Challenger IIpurchased by Hal 
C.B. Clagett for $2,800. The dam of three 
stakes winners and two stakesplaced runners at 
the time of the sale, she was barren in 1960 and 
’61. But the foal she was carrying, the *Hafi% 
filly Inscrutable, became an invaluable member 
of Clagetfs broodmare band. Inscrutable was 
the ancestress of more than a do%en Clagett-bred 
stakes horses, including millionaire Little Bold 
John. Other descendants of Inscrutable include 
Grade 1 -winning millionaire Unbridled Belle and 
graded stakes winners Classic Endeavor, Amen 
Valay and Funontherun. 

Little Sphinx had earlier produced the 
MacPhail-bred Noors Image, who was sold as a 
yearling in 1954. Noors Image became the dam 
of Dancer’s Image, a seven-time stakes winner 
who has the unfortunate distinction of being the 
only disqualified winner of the Kentucky Derby. 

I Grand champion of the Maryland 
Horse Breeders Association’s annual year¬ 
ling show was Stuart S. Janney’s homebred 
colt by Parnassus out of Bold Irish, by 
Fighting Fox. The bay was the top pick of 
38 yearlings judged by trainer Edward A. 
Christmas. 

The show star, later gelded and named Knock- 
lofty, was a two-time stakes winner at 3 and won 
seven of his 18 lifetime starts. He was a half- 
brother to stakes winner The Irishman, but his 
dam’s greatest accomplishment came two years 
later, when she produced the Native Dancer filly 
Shenanigans, dam of the incomparable Ruffian 
and influential sire Icecapade.

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The day before the Mary¬ 
land Hunt Cup, Julie Colhoun 
stopped an interviewer short 
and asked her own question. 

"You are coming by the 
house for juleps aren't you? 
You must. Win or lose, you 
must." 

Colhoun hails from the 
long and storied Maryland 
Hunt Cup-connected Fisher 
family and hosts a post-race 
party each year. The gathering 
includes friends and family, 
young and old, and showcas¬ 
es the passing of community 
mint juleps for sipping. The 
icy drinks flow around the 
house, through the crowd, out 
to the porch, to the yard and 
back to the bar where the pro¬ 
cess begins again. On a spring 
evening on the last Saturday

in April in Maryland horse 
country, the juleps refresh 
and renew. They also provide 
history lessons for they are 
served in silver trophies won 
by the Fisher horses such as 
the legendary Mountain Dew. 

'This is a Maryland tra¬ 
dition, as much as the race/' 
said one guest. 

"You probably weren't 
born when Mountain Dew 
won that trophy, son," 
bragged another. 

"I've come to the race be¬ 
fore, but I didn't quite get it 
until this year," said another, 
cradling an infant in her arms. 
"After seeing what I saw, I un¬ 
derstand. It means so much to 
people." 

None more than Colhoun. 
Her father, Janon Fisher Jr., 
trained Blockade to three con¬ 
secutive wins (1938-'40) and 
was the breeder, owner and 
trainer of Hunt Cup legend 
Mountain Dew (three wins, 
three seconds and a third in 


eight starts from 1961-'68). 
Colhoun's brother, Janon Fish¬ 
er III, rode Mountain Dew. 
Colhoun lives a few miles 
from the course on a unique 
farm inhabited by horses, 
ponies, a donkey, a flock of 
peacocks and enough historic 
farm equipment to plow Wal¬ 
ton's Mountain. The annual 
julep party only completes the 
picture. 

Especially after a win¬ 
ner. Ending a long family 
dry spell in America's oldest 
steeplechase. Private Attack 
dominated the 115th Mary¬ 
land Hunt Cup over the 
fabled Worthington Valley 
course in Glyndon on April 
30. The 12-year-old, racing 
in the Sportsmans Hall colors 
of Colhoun and her son Dan, 
took over the race just before 
the three-mile mark-win¬ 
ning by 60 lengths as just three 
horses (from 10 starters) fin¬ 
ished. Private Attack, trained 
by Alicia Murphy, covered the 


four miles in 9:27.60 for jockey 
Blythe Miller Davies. And 
the Eagle Flys (Billy Meister) 
stayed for second with Voile 
Nolle (Michael Traurig) a dis¬ 
tant third. The others fell or 
lost their riders with jump¬ 
ing mistakes along the way 
though there were no major 
injuries to horses or jockeys. 

Among an endless line 
of well-wishers, Colhoun 
beamed. 

"I have so many relations 
and friends here you wouldn't 
believe it," she said. "I've been 
brought up in it and every sin¬ 
gle hunter, every horse we ev¬ 
er had was thought of as a 
Hunt Cup horse. Could he do 
this? It was always a consider¬ 
ation. Even these things that 
couldn't jump were thought of 
as potential Hunt Cup horses 
for a while. Until we figured 
out they couldn't jump any¬ 
way." 

The win brought back 
memories of Mountain Dew, 


whose Hunt Cup career began 
with a third in 1961 and pro¬ 
gressed to a win in 1962, sec¬ 
onds to fellow legend Jay 
Trump in 1963 and 1964, a win 
in 1965, another second to Jay 
Trump in 1966, a win in 1967 
and a pull up (while leading 
late) with a bowed tendon in 
1968. The family hero retired 
to a life as a foxhunter. The 
homebred son of *Hunters 
Moon IV also won Maryland's 
Grand National a record six 
times. 

Dan Colhoun bought Pri¬ 
vate Attack, a New Jersey- 
bred son of Private Interview, 
as a polo prospect in 2002. 
He spent $1,000, and asked 
for a partial refund when he 
saw the horse-a skinny, sick 
3-year-old with no racing his¬ 
tory, very little training and 
few prospects. 

"He had a nice look to him, 
but he was sick and emaciat¬ 
ed," said Dan Colhoun. "Ap¬ 
parently, he was supposed to 




















run at Charles Town, but the 
trainer left town and left the 
horse in a pasture. He had 
sold at a sale for $600. He was 
broke and you could ride him, 
but he was so sick he couldn't 
do much." 

Colhoun nursed his new 
purchase along, taught him 
polo, even played two sea¬ 
sons on the dark bay. As he 
got healthy, he grew out of 
his polo job and moved on to 
foxhunting. He got so good at 
that, Colhoun called Murphy 
and suggested a racing career. 

"He could really jump, and 
was a great hunter," said Col¬ 
houn. "Alicia deserves all the 
credit for making it work, but 
he tried to tell us." 


Murphy took one look at 
her new horse and relaxed. 

"One of the first things 
I said was 'Thank God he's 
too little to be a Hunt Cup 
horse,"' she recalled while 
poulticing the Hunt Cup 
winner's hind shins after the 
race. "I know that's what the 
Colhouns and the Fishers 
think about and I know what 
it takes. It's a tough race. He 
didn't look like a Hunt Cup 
horse." 

Murphy went to work 
creating a mere steeple¬ 
chase horse and Private At¬ 
tack continued to grow up. 
He couldn't keep up over 
hurdles, but blossomed once 
stretched out for timber races. 
The three-plus miles and the 


testing fences provided the 
ideal conditions for the mus¬ 
cle, size and power he added 
to his frame. 

Private Attack won two 
point-to-point starts in 2005, 
another in 2007. 

Along the way. Private 
Attack proved to be a train¬ 
ing challenge. He tied up, he 
battled issues with his hooves. 
Murphy drew a laugh from 
friend/groom Michael Whar¬ 
ton when she called Private 
Attack "very fragile to train." 
After he pulled up in a race at 
Nashville last spring. Private 
Attack's blood work revealed 
he had tied up somewhere 
during the trip. 

"You have to watch what 
you feed him, can't give him

too much alfalfa, limit his sug¬ 
ar intake," said Dan Colhoun. 
"You have to keep him busy. 
He can't get too many days 
off, and I don't think shipping 
a long distance suits him-he 
can pretty much stay in Mary¬ 
land now." 

This year, an abscess and 
a case of lymphangitis threat¬ 
ened his spring campaign, but 
he won at Elkridge-Harford 
(his first start with Davies). 
Murphy went to the Grand 
National on April 23, looking 
for a good effort and a build-

ing block for the Hunt Cup. 
Private Attack won, without 
ever feeling Miller's whip. 

"He's powerful and can 
jump but, mainly, he loves it," 
Murphy said. "He focuses, he 
doesn't stress over it. It is his 
game. You just get lucky when 
you get a horse like this." 

Private Attack had been to 
the Hunt Cup before. In 2008, 
he won the Grand National by 
four lengths over Askim (NZ) 
and Bubble Economy. A week 
later, Askim won the Hunt 
Cup as Murphy had to scratch 
after Private Attack tied up. 
In 2009, he lost the Grand Na¬ 
tional by a neck and made the 
Hunt Cup field as a contender. 
Jockey Billy Santoro nearly 
went off course and then was 
dislodged with a jumping 
mistake. Last year. Private 
Attack tangled with Twill Do 
over the Hunt Cup's final two 
fences but settled for second. 

"I still really am not believ¬ 
ing it," Murphy of the win. 
"I've thought about it before. 
I thought I knew what this 
race was about and I now GET 
what everybody's talking 
about when it comes to this 


race. It's much more fun to 
watch the film, when you al¬ 
ready know what happened. 
It's kind of stressful watching 
the whole thing live." 

The $75,000 Hunt Cup 
lured a field of 14 to the pro¬ 
gram, and wound up with 
10 starters after the scratches 
of Fort Henry (Ire), A Fine 
Story (GB), Professor Max¬ 
well and Bon Caddo. And the 
Eagle Flys and Private Attack 
jumped to the front early and 
took the field over the first 
three fences. Gorgeous Char¬ 
ger fell at the third, leaving 
nine runners still on course. 
Prospectors Strike and Battle 
Op completed a breakaway 
quartet with the leaders and 
that group built a huge lead 
on the others. 

"He doesn't care where 
he is, he just wants his lick, 
so I let him hit his lick," said 
Davies. "I knew Billy would 
be there because I watched 
his race last week and he's al¬ 
most always on the front end. 
I didn't want to follow Billy 
because you don't really want 
to follow anyone around here. 
You want your own path. Pri¬ 


vate is so dead straight, you 
can pick where you jump at 
every fence." 

Won Wild Bird lost her 
jockey at the eighth, but was 
well off the pace. Nearer the 
front. Battle Op lost his jockey 
with a mistake at the 10th to 
reduce the field to seven. Pri¬ 
vate Attack flew the 12th and 
led Prospectors Strike over the 
13th with And the Eagle Flys 
just behind. Prospectors Strike 
lost his jockey at the 15th, 
where Private Attack inched 
away. The winner landed 
steeply at the tricky, uphill 
16th, but stayed on his feet 
and widened his advantage to 
15 lengths. 

And the Eagle Flys stayed 
on, but Incomplete lost his 
jockey with a bad jump at the 
16th. The 18th nearly claimed 
And the Eagle Flys, and did 
send Western Fling to the 
turf-leaving just three on the 
course. 

Private Attack led by many 
over And the Eagle Flys and 
Voile Nolle even further be¬ 
hind in third. Three fences 
remained and they were the 
only questions. 

"I know people were say¬ 
ing I was 20 lengths ahead, 
and it should be easy; it 
wasn't easy," said Davies, 
who returned as an amateur 
after nearly nine years in re¬ 
tirement from her professional 
career. "We were struggling 
and we were that far in front. 
That's why it's such a great 
race. It's not easy. For anyone. 
That's also what's so fun 
about it." 

Private Attack handled the 
20th efficiently, crossed Tufton 
Avenue with the finish line in 
sight. Davies, like many be¬ 
fore her, had an anxious mo¬ 
ment at the water jump (the 
smallest on the course and 
the second-last) when Private 
Attack balked slightly and 
bobbled on landing. Davies 
bounced to her left, but stayed 
on board. The winner popped 
the last fence and cantered in 
all alone. 

The victory was not as sim¬ 
ple as it looked. 

"I almost came off him at 
the water jump," said Davies. 
"The last mile I just had to 
keep him focused. He wasn't 


tired, just bored or looking 
for the others or something. I 
couldn't wait for them, I had 
to go on no matter what ev¬ 
eryone else was doing." 

A Pennsylvanian by birth, 
Davies grew up hearing about 
the Hunt Cup from her father, 
Bruce Miller, and rode the race 
twice early in her career. She 
won more than 200 races as a 
professional and captured 
most of the sport's major races. 
She retired in 2002 with no 
Hunt Cup and only truly real¬ 
ized the race's impact when 
she moved to Maryland after 
marrying Joe (himself a Hunt 
Cup winner). 

"If you're going to live 
in Maryland and send your 
children to school here and 
be in this, it doesn't matter 
if you've won the Breeders' 
Cup or if you've won races 
in England," she said. "No¬ 
body really cares. You win 
this or the Preakness, it's OK, 
you've won something. Oth¬ 
erwise, you might as well toss 
out your resume." Her father, 
now 76 and far from his hey¬ 
day as a champion trainer 
of five-time Eclipse Award 
winner Lonesome Glory, two 
Hunt Cup winners and oth¬ 
ers, sat on a chair next to his 
daughter and smiled. 

"Somebody asked me 
what's so special about it?" 
he said. "You win the Mary¬ 
land Hunt Cup, you've done 
something. Every other race, 
you've just won a race. And 
that's the truth. The history, 
the course, the challenge. 
The Maryland Hunt Cup has 
everything." **

Grand National showcases 
triumphant comeback for 
Blythe Miller Davies

In a 15-year career, stee¬ 
plechase jockey Blythe Miller 
made a reputation for coming 
through in big moments. She 
won two races in England, 
one at world-famous Chel¬ 
tenham Racecourse. She pi¬ 
loted Lonesome Glory to five 
Eclipse Awards. She was mon¬ 
ey for loyal New York bettors 
at Saratoga. She collected mul¬ 
tiple Grade 1 victories in the 
Iroquois, Colonial Cup, Caro¬ 
lina Cup, New York Turf Writ¬ 
ers Cup and so on. 

So it was no real surprise 
that she won in her return, 
after nearly nine years away 
from the race course, as an 
amateur in the historic Grand 
National timber stakes at But¬ 
ler, Md., on April 23. Now 
Blythe Miller Davies, she 
guided Sportsmans Hall's 
Private Attack home in the 
$30,000 race (run for the 109th 
time) for trainer Alicia Mur¬ 
phy. The 12-year-old covered 
three and one-quarter miles in 
6:39 and denied Incomplete's 
late charge by a neck with 
Voile Nolle a distant third. 

The horse who improved 
his Grand National record to 
two wins and two seconds 
in four starts flew his fences, 
raced near the front through¬ 
out, landed running over the 
last and held sway in a battle 
to the line. But the moment 
belonged to Davies. 

Davies last rode a race at 
Saratoga in 2002 when back- 
to-back falls left her with con¬ 
cussions. She retired as the 
active leader in victories with 
202, a two-time champion. 
She married former amateur 
jockey Joe Davies, had two 
children and moved on to a 
life as a wife, a mom, a car- 
pool driver. She rode with the 
Elkridge-Harford Hounds, 
helped get horses ready on the 
farm, showed Teddy and Scar¬ 
let how to ride the ponies, but 
being a jockey again? 

No, that wasn't going to 
happen. 

Well... never say never. 

Blythe and Joe prep tim¬ 
ber horses on their Monkton 
farm and found a promising 
one in Irish import Vinnie 


Boy (Ire). Blythe rode him at 
home, schooled him, watched 
him run in the 2010 Maryland 
Hunt Cup (sixth under Pat¬ 
rick Worrall). The Davieses 
planned a return trip to the 
great race in 2011 and started 
talking jockeys. Blythe began 
her career as an amateur, in¬ 
cluding two rides in the Hunt 
Cup and a Grand National 
victory in 1991 aboard Cabral 
(Chi) for her father. She could 
do it again, couldn't she? With 
Vinnie Boy, a horse she rode in 


the mornings and knew well? 
Why not? 

"I got fit riding him all 
winter; he's like riding a po¬ 
ny," Blythe said of Vinnie Boy. 
"That was the plan, to come 
back and ride him." 

Only him. Blythe went to 
the gym, rode more often, 
got fit, got competitive, got 
ready. Vinnie Boy, as fate will 
have it, went to the sidelines 
with an abscess days from the 
Elkridge-Harford point-to- 
point on April 9. 


On the other side of Mary¬ 
land's timber country, trainer 
Alicia Murphy prepped Pri¬ 
vate Attack for his 2011 cam¬ 
paign. His 2010 jockey, Mark 
Beecher, was due back from 
Ireland but sent Murphy an 
update that hinted at a delay 
with his visa. Murphy looked 
for a Plan B, and entered Pri¬ 
vate Attack in two races at 
Elkridge-Harford (the open 
timber with Beecher, the la¬ 
dies timber with no rider 
named).

"I had heard Vinnie Boy 
was having problems so I 
thought it's worth inquiring," 
Murphy said of the call to Da¬ 
vies. 

Blythe thought it over, 
briefly, and rode the horse to 
victory at Elkridge-Harford. 

"I just saw magic there, I 
know it was just a silly little 
race, but there was good stuff 
to see," Murphy said. "You 
could tell they got along." 

Beecher arrived the next 
week, but had lost the mount. 

"It was a very tough deci¬ 
sion," said Murphy. "[Private 
Attack] could very well have 
done the same thing with 
Mark." 

Two weeks later, Murphy, 
Davies and Private Attack 
went to the Grand National. 


Twenty years earlier. Miller 
went postward in the race as a 
young amateur and won by a 
head aboard the frontrunning 
Cabral. This time around, as a 
42-year-old mother, she again 
put her horse on the lead, 
practiced the ground-saving 
lines she walked earlier in the 
week, saved ground, didn't 
panic when Uppercut gal¬ 
loped past, and waited for the 
race's other main contender 
Incomplete, ridden by Charlie 
Fenwick III. 

"We didn't want to get to 
the bottom of him and I came 
to the last thinking, still think¬ 
ing, 'Where's Charlie? Where 
is he? Where is that horse?'" 
Davies said. "I knew some¬ 
body was coming. I could 
hear him and at the last fence, 
I knew it was him, knew it 
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was that horse. He was com¬ 
ing, really coming." 

Full of run after biding his 
time for more than two miles. 
Incomplete chipped into the 
advantage and loomed like 
a storm cloud on a hot day at 
the beach. 

He reached Private At¬ 
tack's hip on the takeoff side 
of the final fence, touched 
down at his shoulder, clawed 
to his cheek in the stretch but 
never got past. 

Davies enjoyed the ride 
and marveled at the circum¬ 
stances. 

"If they had come to me 
in November or December 
about doing this I would have 
said no," Davies said. "As old 
as I am? I wasn't fit. It wasn't 
something I wanted to do. I 
was coming back to ride my 
horse. Private is a great ride, 
he's so cat-like, so honest. He 
just focuses on the fence and 
takes you there. He's a sweet 
ride for an old lady like me." 

♦ 

The old, gray mare ain't 
what she used to be-she's 
better. As a half-sister to mul¬ 
tiple Grade 1 winner and 
$600,000-plus steeplechase 
earner Rowdy Irishman, Won 
Wild Bird labored through a 
career of potential but futility 
as she lost 29 starts over hur¬ 
dles and timber. The 9-year- 
old flashed plenty of jump 
with solid finishes around 
the circuit, but couldn't 
break through, until power¬ 
ing through the stretch of the 


$15,000 Benjamin H. Murray 
Memorial allowance timber. 

Racing for trainer Regina 
Welsh's Pink Ribbon Rac¬ 
ing, Won Wild Bird (Kristin 
Fischer) rated in the middle of 
the field of 11 and worked her 
way into the race. Fort Henry 
took over from And the Eagle 
Flys at the second-last, and 
carried an advantage into the 
last before Won Wild Bird ral¬ 
lied past in the lane to win by 
seven and a half lengths in 
6:32 for three and a quarter 
miles. Fort Henry stayed for 
second with Gorgeous Char¬ 
ger a distant third. 

The moment wasn't lost on 
Welsh, who leases the Florida- 
bred from owner/breeder 
Anne Haynes. 

"I feel so good for her- 
she's a neat horse and de¬ 
served a win," the trainer said. 
"She means a lot to Anne and 
meant a lot to Bruce (who died 
in 2008), so there's a lot there 
to like. She can really run too. 
She's got a good close on her 
and she's a good jumper." 

Bruce Haynes trained 
$1,500 purchase Rowdy Irish¬ 
man to two wins in the Iro¬ 
quois, two more in the Breed¬ 
ers' Cup Grand National and 
a spot in the top 10 lifetime 
earners in U.S. jump racing. 
Anne Haynes bought the 
horse's dam. Rowdy Bird, and 
bred her to Wild Wonder. The 
foal. Won Wild Bird, helped 
the Haynes' sons Russell and 
Will learn to ride races and 
worked her way into a tim-

heads with such standouts as 
Erin Go Bragh (NZ), Bubble

Fischer, an exercise rider 
for Tom Voss, picked up her 
first NSA win in her first try 

"I've always thought about 
riding some races, I just need¬ 
ed a push," she said. "I've 
got a little push from a lot of 
people-Regina, (jockey) Ja¬ 
cob Roberts, some others-and 
now I think it's in my blood. 
(Won Wild Bird) is so ratable 
and so handy that you can 
save that kick for the end." 

♦ 

After absorbing tough falls, 
and watching former mount 
Private Attack win the Grand 
National to start the day, jock¬ 
ey Mark Beecher got some 
payback by guiding Rosbrian 
Farm's Like A Bee (Ire) home 
first in the finale, the Western 
Run Plate. The $7,500 amateur 
highweight timber turned 
into a two-horse race late as 
Like A Bee and Justpourit (Ire) 
slugged it out over the final 
three fences. 

My Lady's Manor day win¬ 
ner Justpourit took the lead 
from Sky Count after more 
than two miles and carried it 


into the stretch, where Like A 
Bee struck. 

The 13-year-old rolled past 
to win by three-quarters of a 
length in 7:09 for trainer Tara 
Elmore. Sky Count was third. 

Beecher started the day 
by falling heavily when Had- 
dix collided with loose horse 
Twill Do at a jump, then fol¬ 
lowed that up with another 
fall aboard Take Harry in the 
allowance. 

"I didn't change anything, 
just went back out," said 
Beecher. "I've been through 
this game long enough to 
know that you have to take 
your share of it all-the bad 
and the good." 

After 28 starts under rules 
in England and Ireland, Like 
A Bee made his first American 
start in the New Jersey Hunt 
Cup at Far Hills last year. 

"He was thrown into the 
deep end at Far Hills and he 
battled very well there and 
jumped super," said Beecher. 
"I knew today if I could get 
as many breathers into him as 
I could he would be OK. Tara 
has done a great job with the 
horse." ^

Bon Caddo shines in 
rain-soaked My Lady's Manor

The weather? Dreadful. 
The horse? Amazing. 

Twenty years from now, 
the 2011 My Lady's Manor 
timber stakes will be remem¬ 
bered for its wind, its rain, 
its cold, its mud, its tornado 
warnings. 

And its winner. Bon Caddo 
put on a timber-racing lecture 
for his five rivals, running and 
jumping with ease (despite 
conditions) and winning the 


$35,000 event on April 16 in 
Monkton, Md. 

Owned by Charlie Noell's 
Merriefield Farm, Bon Caddo 
raced on the lead through¬ 
out, and fought off several 
late challengers, including a 
final try from More Fascina¬ 
tion, to win by three-quarters 
of a length in 7:22.20 for three 
miles in a driving rainstorm. 

Ridden by Blair Wyatt for 
trainer Dawn Williams, the 10- 


year-old jumped flawlessly 
and ended a run of seven 
tough-luck defeats in National 
Steeplechase Association races. 

Besides the miserable 
conditions, pre-race discus¬ 
sion centered on 2010 winner 
South Monarch and Bon Cad¬ 
do. They lorded over the oth¬ 
ers in terms of credentials and 
looked like the race's true win 
threats. Each owned a stakes 
victory and came into the 


Manor off winning point-to- 
point efforts (South Monarch 
at Cheshire in Pennsylvania, 
Bon Caddo at Piedmont in 
Virginia). 

Wyatt knew it and planned 
accordingly. 

"I was going to drop in 
behind [South Monarch], but 
he almost fell at the first so I 
wound up in front/' she said. 

Half to conserve her horse 
and half hoping someone else 













would take up the running, 
Wyatt slowed the pace while 
Bon Caddo continued to jump 
with style. 

South Monarch followed 
along for a while, but was 
soon joined by Prospectors 
Strike and More Fascination in 
the chase. The former made a 
big play for the lead on the fi¬ 
nal turn, but lost jockey Justin 
Batoff after hitting a beacon. 
More Fascination emerged 
with the most run late, and 
threatened the winner over 
the final two fences. Bon Cad¬ 
do responded, however, and 
prevailed with a gutsy stretch 
run. 

"There were moments 
when I felt like we might trot, 
but no one came by us," Wyatt 
said of the pace chores. "He 
grabbed the bit like a fresh 
horse when [More Fascina¬ 
tion] came to me." 

Bon Caddo came to timber 
racing in the usual round¬ 
about way. He was bred in 
Canada by Marablue Farm 
and made 10 flat starts for 
trainer Jonathan Sheppard, 
winning once (going five and 
a half furlongs at Colonial 
Downs in 2006) while being 
risked for as little as a $10,000 
claiming price. Sheppard ran 
the son of Bon Point (GB) five 
times over hurdles and re¬ 
ceived three not-very-good 
seconds. 

Maryland horseman and 
farm-equipment dealer Bruce 
Fenwick spied Bon Caddo on 
a trip to Sheppard's Pennsyl¬ 
vania farm and bought the 
horse as a project-a two-year 
project. Bon Caddo went to 
horse shows, point-to-points, 
pretty much anything but a 
real race between April 28, 
2007 (his last hurdle start) and 
April 18, 2009 (his first timber 
start). He won that one, added 
a stakes that fall, and weath¬ 
ered a storm of five seconds 
and thirds in his next seven 
starts. 

Along the way, Fenwick 
sold Bon Caddo to Merriefield 
and the horse placed in the 
Pennsylvania Hunt Cup, In¬ 
ternational Gold Cup, Virginia 
Gold Cup and Grand Nation¬ 
al timber stakes. 

Wyatt, a mother of two and 
the wife of trainer Todd Wy¬

att, got on board this year and 
won the Piedmont race as a 
prep for the Manor. 

"I like him," she said. 
"He's got a huge heart and 
he's a real neat, tidy, quick 
jumper." 

As for the weather, Wyatt 
laughed it off while feeling 
bad for the spectators. 

"The race was the only sev¬ 
en and a half minutes of the 
day I didn't think, 'Man it's 
raining.'" 


One race later, jockey Erica 
Gaertner collected her first 
NSA win with a timely move 
on Yin Yang in the $10,000 
John Rush Streett Memo¬ 
rial maiden timber. Owned 
by NoGo Stable and trained 
by Billy Meister, the winner 
didn't arrive on the scene un¬ 
til the final yards, but closed 
with such a rush that he won 
by a length over He's Got Mo¬ 
jo with You And I (Ire) third. 
The winner scored for the 
first time in four NSA starts. 


and covered the three miles in 
7:16.40. 

Gaertner picked up her 
first NSA win by following in¬ 
structions, exactly. 

"Billy and I walked the 
course and he said not to 
move until after the second- 
last," said Gaertner, a 30-year- 
old pre-med student at Tow- 
son University. 

Yin Yang sat second be¬ 
hind Big Bad Joe early, then 
dropped back to fourth as 
He's Got Mojo, Big Bad Joe 
















and You and I battled up 
front. He's Got Mojo took a 
clear lead into the stretch, put 
away You and I and looked 
like a winner touching down 
over the final two fences until 
Yin Yang came running. 

The 9-year-old son of Not 
For Love was fast enough on 
the flat to break his maiden 
at Colonial Downs in 2005 
and even started in Pimlico's 
Humphrey S. Finney Stakes 
that summer for Ferris Allen. 
Bred by Nancy Lee Farms in 
Maryland, Yin Yang made his 
steeplechase debut in 2009 
and prepped for the Manor 
with a win at Pennsylvania's 
Brandywine point-to-point. 

♦ 

The finale, the John D. 
Schapiro Memorial, a $7,500 
amateur highweight allow¬ 
ance timber, went to soft-turf 
loving Irish-bred Justpou- 
rit and owner/rider George 
Hundt Jr. The 12-year-old 
took over from Voler Bar Nuit 
late and powered away with 


an eight-length lead by the 
stretch and a 1614-length romp 
at the wire in 7:19 for three 
miles. Voler Bar Nuit stayed 
for second, with Thermostat a 
distant third. 

The winner, once owned 
by a syndicate of cement 
workers in Ireland, came to 
the U.S. last season after win¬ 
ning five of 46 starts in Ire¬ 
land and England for trainer 
Dessie Hughes. The son of 
Glacial Storm found success 
over hurdles and the larger 
chase fences, and even started 
in the Irish Grand National 
(ninth). Midlands National 
(third), Galway Plate (sev¬ 
enth) and Royal and Sun Al¬ 
liance (eighth). Purchased 
by trainer Richard Valentine 
as a horse for Hundt to ride, 
Justpourit won two of three 
American starts over timber 
in 2010 and made it three in a 
row at the Manor. 

"Richard has done a great 
job teaching him to jump the 
timber fences, which is pretty 


different from what he was 
used to," said Hundt. "The 
horse is a complete dude. He 
takes a deep breath right be¬ 
fore the race, and then just 
takes me along. He never 
felt like he was sinking into 
the mud-he was just loping 
along and the others were 
having a much harder time of 
it." **

The Jim Stable's Ben's 
Cat captured the off-the-turf 
$75,000 Mister Diz Stakes for 
registered Maryland-breds 
on April 9 at Pimlico, the race 
that marked his climb into 
the ranks of stakes winners in 
2010. 

Bred, owned and trained 
by the legendary King Leath¬ 
erbury, Ben's Cat was win¬ 
ning for the ninth time in 12 
lifetime starts. The son of 


Parker's Storm Cat has won 
four stakes since his debut as 
a 4-year-old last year-and 
was voted champion Mary- 
land-bred turf runner and 
sprinter-but this edition of 
the Mister Diz was his first 
added-money victory on the 
main track. 

In the five-furlong test over 
a track rated good, Ben's Cat 
dropped back off a contested 
pace before charging up three¬ 
wide into the lane and driving 
by the frontrunners to win by 
one and a quarter lengths un¬ 
der jockey Jeremy Rose. Sand- 
bagin' Lover finished second 
with Digger third. Complet¬ 
ing the field were Norjac, De¬ 
launay and Music City. 

"I still think he is a little 
better on the turf but this was 
his strongest effort on the 
dirt," said Leatherbury, who 
ranks third on the trainers' all- 
time win list with 6,316. "It is 
hard to say who he beat. The 
one horse I was worried about 
[Digger] did not fire but he 
ran well." 

Ben's Cat completed the 
distance in :57.82. 

The former claimer, whose 
debut had been put on hold 


due to a broken pelvis, won 
his first eight career starts, 
including three stakes on the 
Laurel Park turf course. He 
had not won since Novem¬ 
ber but was competitive in 
three stakes efforts, includ¬ 
ing a fourth-place finish in 
the Grade 2 General George 
Handicap in his previous 
start. 

Heros Reward, the 2007 
Maryland-bred Horse of the 
Year who has not raced since 
his fifth-place finish in the 
Maryland Million Turf Sprint 
won by Ben's Cat last Octo¬ 
ber, was entered in the Mister 
Diz but trainer Dale Capuano 
scratched him when the race 
came off the turf. 

Ben's Cat, who has earned 
$268,230 in his career, was 
back on the turf three weeks 
later in Pimlico's one-mile 
Henry S. Clark Stakes. 
Pinched back soon after the 
start, he raced evenly and fin¬ 
ished fifth, seven lengths be¬ 
hind winner Pocket Patch. 

Ben's Cat, out of Twofox 
($76,753, 2nd Pearl Necklace 
S, 3rd Maryland Million La¬ 
dies S), a daughter of Thirty 
Eight Paces, comes from a 
family that has brought Leath¬ 
erbury many successes. Two¬ 
fox is a full sister to 1987 
Maryland-bred champion 
2-year-old filly and 1989 
champion older female Thirty 
Eight Go Go, whom Leather¬ 
bury trained to win multiple 


graded stakes and earn 
$871,229, and a half-sister to 
graded winner Notches Trace 
($360,562), the Maryland-bred 
champion older female of 
1988. Twofox's full sister En- 
dette produced Leatherbury's 
outstanding homebred Ah 
Day ($914,024), the champion 
Maryland-bred 3-year-old 
male of 2006, as well as Mary¬ 
land Million Classic winner 
Due.

The winner, who is trained 
by her owner, had not won on 
the main track since July 2008, 
and was making her first start 
since December. 

"It was pretty the way the 
race was being drawn up," 
Rose said. "She was ready af¬ 
ter the long layoff and we got 
a perfect trip. I wanted to save 


something for the stretch com¬ 
ing off that long layoff. You 
never know how tired she 
was going to get. She actually 
got really tired, which makes 
sense, but it shows you how 
classy she is." 

D Day (by Polish Miner) 
is Maryland Million eligible. 
She improved her record to 
five wins and 13 in-the-mon- 
ey finishes in 22 career starts 


with earnings of $160,066. The 
Shine Again was both her first 
stakes win and first appear¬ 
ance at a Maryland track. The 
majority of her starts have 
come at Delaware Park. 

Bred by Daniel Hall and 
Joann E. Hall, D Day is the 
fourth foal and first stakes 
performer for her dam. Hill 
Keys (by Ten Keys).

Sweet times continue 
for Sweet Goodbye 

Maryland-bred Sweet 
Goodbye said hello to her 
eighth career stakes win while 
capturing the $250,000 Sugar 
Maple Stakes by an easy six 
and a quarter lengths over a 
sloppy, sealed track on April 
16 at Charles Town. It was 
the richest victory to date for 
William R. Harris's homebred 
6-year-old mare who has been 
trained throughout her career 
by Bowie-based conditioner 
Chris Grove. 

Sweet Goodbye raised 
concerns that her best racing 
days were behind her when 
she failed to find the winner's 
circle in her first three starts of 
this season, including the Bar¬ 
bara Fritchie Handicap-G2, 
in which she was seeking a 


repeat of her 2010 victory. But 
the outlook brightened when 
she prepped for the Sugar Ma¬ 
ple with an 1114-length allow¬ 
ance score at Charles Town on 
March 26. 

"She was getting her act to¬ 
gether in those first few races," 
Grove said after the Sugar 
Maple. "The last two races 
have been very impressive. 
She turned for home tonight 
like she wanted to go further. 
She loves the slop and she 
loves this track. Maybe she 
got her confidence back last 
time. Tonight, she was able to 
get to the front. I'm going to 
try to get her to a million like 
Silmaril [the Mary land-bred 
millionaire whom Grove 
trained a few years ago]." 

Sweet Goodbye has earned 
$684,072 while winning 12 
of her 21 career starts, and is 
nearly undefeated in seven 
starts at Charles Town-her 
only loss coming in last year's 
edition of the Sugar Maple, 
when she flipped and fell in 
the paddock before the race, 
but still came on to finish sec¬ 
ond. 

From the first Maryland- 
sired crop of 1996 Preak- 
ness Stakes-Gl winner Louis 


Quatorze, who stands at Al¬ 
len and Audrey Murray's 
Murmur Farm in Darlington, 
Md., Sweet Goodbye is a two- 
time Maryland-bred cham¬ 
pion, having taken titles as the 
state's top 3-year-old filly of 
2008, and older female of 2010. 

Sweet Goodbye is the 
best horse ever to campaign 
for Harris, the retired owner 
of a mechanical contract¬ 
ing firm in the Richmond, 
Va., area who has been in the 
horse business since 1961. 
Harris typically foals mares in 
Maryland to take advantage 
of the Maryland Fund, and 
raises them at his large farm 
in Virginia. He bought Sweet 
Goodbye's great-granddam. 
Amaranth Street (by Up the 
Ensign), off the race track at 
Charles Town in the early 
1970s. Bred to Anticipating, 
a Bold Ruler son then stand¬ 
ing in Maryland, Amaranth 
Street produced Amanti, who 
won or placed in 20 stakes for 
Harris, earning $306,981 in the

Eight Steps died in 2005. 



Baltimore Belle 
digs in for Dahlia 
Stakes score 

R. Larry Johnson's Balti¬ 
more Belle wore down the 
frontrunner to win the $75,000 
Dahlia Stakes for fillies and 
mares on April 23 at Pimlico. 
The Dahlia, which included 
a $25,000 purse premium for 
Maryland-breds, had been 
scheduled to be run over 
the turf but was switched to 
the main track because of a 
drenching rain in Baltimore 
on Friday evening and Satur¬ 
day morning. 

Julian Pimentel was atop 
Baltimore Belle for trainer 
Mike Trombetta. He kept the 
filly racing comfortably in 
third through the far turn be¬ 
fore circling wide into the lane 
and driving past Vo la re Can- 
tare a furlong from the wire 
and catching Weeper in deep 
stretch. Baltimore Belle won 









by a length and three-quarters 
and completed the mile and a 
sixteenth in 1:46.69. 

"We had a really good 
trip/' said Pimentel. "They 
were going really slow in front 
but I was able to just keep it 
together and when I asked her 
to run she kept digging. Mike 
told me to stay off the rail. He 
didn't think it was good on 
the inside." 

Baltimore Belle, now 4, be¬ 
came a stakes winner when 
she captured the Maryland 
Million Oaks for owners Carol 
Kaye and Robert Gerczak this 
past October while in the barn 
of J.B. Secor. The daughter of 
Bowman's Band subsequently 
topped the Fasig-Tipton Mid- 
lantic December Mixed sale at 
Timonium on a $130,000 bid 
by Johnson, who sent her to 
Trombetta. She finished fourth 
for her new conditioner in 
both the one-mile Nellie 
Morse and seven-furlong Con- 
niver Stakes at Laurel Park. 

"She's a nice filly from a 
good family. She just needed 


this kind of race," said Trom¬ 
betta. "The first time we ran 
her at Laurel the track was 
very deep and she struggled 
on it. The second start she 
caught a very fast half-mile 
and they really didn't back up 
to her." 

In a rare turn of events, 
Baltimore Belle's 6-year-old 
half-brother, Baltimore Bob 
(by Malibu Moon), won the 
$50,000 Grand Prairie Turf 
Challenge at Lone Star Park 
minutes before the Dahlia. 
(Writeup on Baltimore Bob 
follows.) 

Both current stakes win¬ 
ners were bred by Kaye and 
Barbara Smith from multiple 
stakes-placed Gabby's Love 
(by Perkin Warbeck), who is 
also the dam of Gabianna (f., 
2000, Deerhound; $136,610, 
The Very One S). 

Kaye privately purchased 
Gabby's Love as a brood¬ 
mare prospect and the mare 
produced seven foals before 
dying from foaling complica¬ 
tions in 2008.

J ohn Petrini’s homebred Love That Dance, a 
winner of three stakes races last year, has been 
named New Jersey-bred Horse of the Year for 
2010. Love That Dance also garnered honors as 
champion handicap mare. 

Love That Dance captured the $100,000 Trenton 
Stakes on August 22 at Monmouth Park for her 
first stakes victory of the year and dominated the 
competition by eight and a half lengths in the 
$100,000 Eleven North Handicap at six furlongs for 
state-breds on September 18, also at Monmouth. 


The 4-year-old filly clinched state-bred honors with 
a victory in the $ 125,000 Sweet and Sassy Stakes on 
October 23 at Delaware Park. 

Runner-up in the Spruce Fir and Maryland 
Million Distaff Handicaps, Love That Dance had 
season’s earnings of $241,450 to boost her career 
total to $511,744. The daughter of Not For Love out 
of Broad Exchange, by Broad Brush, has been a New 
Jersey-bred champion each of the three years she has 
competed.

A preliminary outline for a North Caro¬ 
lina Thoroughbred registry was dis¬ 
cussed at the NCTA’s board of directors 
meeting on March 30. We first need to 
determine how many people with North 
Carolina-bred foals would be willing to 
register them, making them eligible for 
cash bonuses that would be presented at 
the NCTA’s annual awards dinner. 

Depending upon participation, these 
awards could grow to be sizable incen¬ 
tives. Initially we propose a $1,000 prize 
each for the top-earning male and fe¬ 
male. Runners-up could earn $500. Dur¬ 
ing the initial year, any North Carolina- 
bred who had not started in a race would 
be eligible for registration. After the ini¬ 
tial year, only weanlings and yearlings 
would be accepted. Nominating fees for 
NCTA members would be as follows: $50 
for weanlings, $75 for yearlings, and 
$100 for 2-year-olds or older (inaugural 
year only). Non-members would pay an 
additional $50 per horse.

O nce again, registered 
Virginia-bred or Virginia- 
sired horses finishing first through 
fifth in open competition at 
Colonial Downs will earn a 100 
percent bonus from the Virginia 
Breeders Fund. 

The “100% Virginia-bred” 
program now pays the high¬ 
est percentage in the country. It 
increases the purse for Colonial 
Downs’s $23,000 open maiden 
race to $46,000 for eligible run¬ 
ners. 

“The 100 percent bonus cre¬ 
ated a great deal of buzz and 
helped generate full fields in 
2008, so we were anxious to 
bring it back,” said VTA execu¬ 
tive director Glenn Petty. “The 
economic situation we have been 
facing the past few years caused 
wagering declines that made it 
impossible to fully fund the pro¬ 


gram, but the shorter race meet 
this year allows us to bring this 
popular bonus back fully funded.” 

The breeders fund will also 
provide a 25 percent purse sup¬ 
plement for all Virginia-bred 
restricted races other than stakes 
races. For example, a $5,000 
claiming race normally offers a 
purse of $8,600. The Virginia- 
bred 25 percent supplement 
increases that to $9,850. 

There will be 16 Virginia- 
bred/ sired restricted overnight 
races offered in the condition 
books and additional races put up 
as extras during the 33-day meet. 

For the second year in a row, 
a 10 percent breeders award will 
also be paid during the meet. 
Breeders of horses who win the 
100 percent owner’s bonus will 
receive a payment equaling 10 
percent of each bonus won. 


“Virginia Day”: new event 
at Colonial Downs 


Secretariat’s Meadow 

a finalist for

V irginia-bred race horses and 
2010 Virginia-bred cham¬ 
pions will be celebrated at a 
new event set for Saturday, July 
30-the final weekend of the 
2011 Colonial Downs meet. 

“Virginia Day” was created by 
Colonial Downs’s director of rac¬ 
ing, Tyler Picklesimer, as the third 
multi-stakes card; it groups toget¬ 
her five $50,000 Virginia-bred 
races. Previously contested on 
separate days, the Oakley, Daniel 
Van Clief, Brookmeade, James¬ 
town and newly named Bert 
Allen Stakes will share co-billing 
in a “Best ofVirginia” card. 

Bert Allen, long time Virginia 
horse racing advocate and father 


of seven-time leading trainer 
Ferris Allen, died in January. The 
John D. Marsh Stakes, which has 
been run 12 times at four differ¬ 
ent distances, has been renamed 
in Allen’s honor. 

In between races, the VTA 
will award year-end champion¬ 
ships in nine divisions as well 
as the M. Tyson Gilpin Virginia- 
bred Horse of The Year award. 
In addition, the connections of 
Spring Hill Farm will be honored 
as the farm’s late owner Edward P. 
Evans is enshrined in the Virginia 
Equine Hall of Fame and farm 
manager Chris Baker receives the 
VTA’s Award of Merit. 


S ecretariat’s Meadow—The Land, 
The Family, The Legend, by 
Kate Chenery Tweedy and 
Leeanne Ladin, was a finalist for 
the 2011 Dr. Tony Ryan Book 
Award, presented annually for the 
best work published about an 
aspect of Thoroughbred racing. 

Secretariat’s Meadow , a 160- 
page pictorial history, was pub¬ 
lished in September 2010 by 
Dementi Milestone Publishing of 
Manakin-Sabot, Va. It has sold 
out twice and is now in its third 


printing. The book has ranked in 
the top five best-selling horse rac¬ 
ing books on Amazon.com since 
its release.

VHBPA gears up for Colonial Downs meet: 

June 8 to July 31 


Purses and preferences 

On June 8 Colonial Downs begins an 
eight-week summer race meet at its New 
Kent, Va., track. Owners and trainers com¬ 
peting this year will notice both the old 
and the new when it comes to purses and 
preferences. 

Within the new category is increased 
bonus money for racing Virginia-bred/sired 
runners (see article on preceding page) and 
for racing any horse on the main dirt track. 

Each year the tracks racing secretary, 
Tyler Picklesimer, struggles to fill dirt races 
because of the popularity of Colonial s signa¬ 
ture turf course. Last year 90 percent of the 
races were on the turf. 

This year, to encourage more entries, all 
dirt races with a field of nine or more starters 
(i.e. betting interests) will have purses boost¬ 
ed by 15 percent. For example, an allowance 
race on the main track with a $24,000 purse 
increases to $27,600 if there are nine or more 
betting interests. 

Supporting the drive for more dirt races, 
the VHBPA will again sponsor its “down 
and dirty” trainer bonus program. Trainers 
entering claiming races on the main track, 
$10,000 or less, receive for their finishes: 
$200 (1st); $100 (2nd); $75 (3rd); and $50 
(4th through last). Bonuses will be paid by 
the VHBPA in a lump sum to each trainer at 
the end of the meet. 

The purse distribution schedule for over¬ 
night races established last summer-paying 
through last place-will be in effect this year 
as well. Purse shares in order of finish will be: 
58 percent/20 percent/10 percent/6 percent, 
with the remaining 6 percent of the purse 
split equally among all finishers beyond the 
first four. While the “beyond fourth” share is 
small it does cover a jockey mount fee and 
helps defray expenses for daily shippers. 

The racing secretary also created a new 
turf entry preference for dirt starters. All 
horses starting on the main track during the 
meet are preferred in all overnight turf races, 


provided the race is a similar distance (under 
or over a mile) and within a claiming price 
range of $2,500, either way. That preference, 
however, is second to the preference given to 
all registered Virginia-breds in all overnight 
races. Each preference must be claimed at the 
time of entry. 

Owners and trainers are encouraged to 
sign up with the racing secretary’s office to 
receive a daily e-mail newsletter with over¬ 
nights, stakes information and other racing 
details. 

The Colonial Downs condition book for 
the first half of the meet is available at www. 
colonialdowns.com (click “horsemen”) as 
well as www.vhbpa.org. 

Administrative rules 

Under rules of the Virginia Racing 
Commission (VRC), no horse may run 
unless its owner/owners and trainer are 
licensed by the commission. If an owner 
is not licensed, or does not have a pend¬ 
ing application on file, the horse will be 
scratched by the stewards. Unlike other juris¬ 
dictions, in Virginia there is no grace period 
allowing a first run to be unlicensed. 

The VRC no longer mails renewal 
notices to license holders. Regardless of 
when a license was taken out last year, 
it expired automatically on December 31, 
2010. Renewal applications can be down¬ 
loaded at www.vrc.state.va.us. A completed 
application and payment of the license fee 
may be submitted to the VRC, either by mail 
or in person. 

The licensing office is on the back side 
in the building housing the racing secretary 
and track kitchen. It is open on all race days 
(Wednesday, Thursday, Saturday and Sunday). 
In the case of pending applications all purse 
money will be held until completion of 
the licensing process (i.e. fingerprinting, if 
necessary). 

Payment of purses to owners is also with¬ 
held until the VRC receives the results of 
post-race drug tests. In each race two horses 


are tested-the winner and one other selected 
by the stewards. Samples are sent the follow¬ 
ing day to the Iowa State University testing 
laboratory. Results usually take from five to 
seven days to reach the stewards because the 
laboratory is not open on weekends. 

Owners for whom that delay may create 
a hardship should contact VHBPA executive 
director Frank Petramalo in the VHBPA 
building across from the VRC licensing 
office; his phone number is (804) 966-1234. 

All horses shipping to race at Colonial 
Downs must be on the grounds, and in 
assigned stalls, at least four hours before post 
time of their race. In addition to the usual 
12-month Coggins test, each horse must 
have a health certificate, dated within 10 
days, showing an EHV vaccination between 
seven and 90 days, before the horse will be 
allowed entrance into the stable area. 

Horsemen's amenities 

All Virginia licensed horsemen and guests 
are entitled to free grandstand admission on 
every race day. That includes complimentary 
access (except Derby Day) to the third floor 
Jockey Club Horsemens Section, in the 
Adios or Riva Ridge bars, and their corre¬ 
sponding lounge and simulcasting areas. 

In addition, free access to the VHBPA s 
suite on the fourth floor Turf Club level 
is available every day except Saturday. Turf 
Club bar seats and unsold dining tables are 
free every day (except Derby Day). 

Casual attire is fine for the Jockey Club, 
but the Turf Club level has a dress code. No 
jeans, tank tops or flip-flops. 

Horsemen enter through the pass gate 
by showing their license. Red wristbands for 
the Jockey Club and green ones for the Turf 
Club areas are obtained at the Guest Service 
Upgrade window immediately to the right 
after entering through the pass gate.

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James W. Casey: local legend 


T here may be some in the 

local horse-racing community 
whose fervor equals that of 
James W. Casey owner of 
Taylor Mountain Farm, but none who 
surpass it. 

Casey was born in 1930 in 
Berryville,Va.,a small town by 
today's standards. That intimate 
upbringing helped inspire his two 
life's passions-coaching and 
Thoroughbred racing. 

For the better part of a quarter- 
century from the early 1960s to the 
mid-'80s, Casey led the equivalent of 
a dual life. For the most part, Casey 
devoted his attention to James 
Wood High School as coach and 
later athletic director. When time 
allowed, he cultivated his emerging 
stable of race horses. 

In 1986, this endeavor transformed 
into a budding racing/breeding 
operation nourished on a 146-acre 
tract in southeastern Jefferson 
County. Fie since has become one of 
the top owner/trainers in the history 
of the West Virginia Breeders Classics 
and a perennial leading breeder in 
the state.

Casey said he feels "fortunate" 
to lead such a charmed life but 
defers most of the credit to others. 


beginning with his father. Casey 
said his dad was one of the local 
"pioneers" in the field of veterinary 
medicine. 

"When my father moved to the 
region, there was a vast shortage 
of veterinarians," Casey said. "I 
wouldn't assign him my enthusiasm 
for horses, but content to say he 
laid the foundation for hard work, 
education and family" 

Young Casey grew up in Boyce, 
Va., and in the late '30s and early 
'40s established his love of sports, 
g particularity baseball. Fie rooted for

“ His father, Joseph, had grown up 
1 near New York City, and son James 
^ had some of his fondest moments 
attending games in "the Big Apple" 
and later as a soldier in training at 
New Jersey's Fort Dix. 

"I remember seeing games at 
Yankee Stadium and Ebbets Field, 
home of the Brooklyn Dodgers, 
during the glory days of legends Lou 
Gehrig and Joe DiMaggio," James 
W. Casey said. 


West Virginia Thoroughbred Breeders Association 
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After graduating from William 
8c Mary in 1951 with a degree 
in physical education, Casey 
immediately was drafted and sent 
to Europe with the 2nd Armored 
Division, General George Patton's 
original division in World War II. 

Some 3,700 miles from home, 
Casey maintained his affection for 
sports and for Eleanor, his girlfriend 
and soon-to-be wife. 

Casey recounted, "A stroke of 
good fortune sent me to Europe, 
instead of Southeast Asia, where 
I spent my two-year military stint. 
Coincidence guided me to the 
Armed Forces Baseball League." 

Casey and a friend made 
inquiries about umpiring positions in 
the league but learned they'd been 
filled. A colonel who happened 
to be a graduate of Massanutten 
Military Academy in Woodstock, 

Va., and a frequent visitor to Boyce 
gave fate a boost. James W. Casey 
became Coach Casey at the 
tender age of 21. 

Casey said he became a 
coach in Combat Company A 
(four divisions totaling 5,000 men). 
The previous year, he said, some 47 


players on the circuit had Major 
League experience. 

Traveling through Europe, Coach 
Casey guided his team to fourth- 
place and second-place finishes in 
the split-season format. 

A discharge from the Army on 
December 4,1953, was both sweet 
and painful: The coach suddenly 
was unemployed. 

Ted Keller, a teacher and assistant 
coach at James Wood, was drafted 
into service in the middle of the 
school year, leaving a vacancy. On 
January 26,1954, Casey started work 
at James Wood for the yearly salary 
of $2,000. 

Almost one year later, Casey 
married Eleanor. She was his best 
friend and companion for more than 
six decades, until her death in 2005. 

Eleanor had been raised at 
Llangollen, the famous home of 
Liz Whitney, near Upperville, Va. By 
the time he'd met her, Casey said, 
Eleanor was an accomplished 
horsewoman. 

Whitney spent enormous sums 
turning Llangollen into a major 
breeding and training center for 
hunters as well as Thoroughbreds for 
flat and steeplechase events. 


Eleanor's father, who'd worked 
for the Whitneys, was instrumental in 
her formative years on the farm with 
indoctrination into the world of show 
horses. 

Casey referred to Eleanor's ability 
with horses as an "endeavor of the 
heart," saying, "She loved animals." 

Later in life her duties as an 
award-winning stockbroker kept her 
busy, but Eleanor always made time 
to name most of the foals, oversee 
the farm and supervise her children. 

One of Casey's favorite stories 
about Eleanor dates to October 1969, 
when Proud John, named for their 
son, won the rich Tri-State Futurity. 

"At the time I was making $5,000 
a year," Casey said, "yet we were 
able to be victorious in a race with 
the foal of a mare given to us and a 
unique purse structure whereby all 
nominating fees went to the winning 
owner. We cleared the tidy sum of 
nearly $41,000." 

As they say, the rest is history. A 
recent accounting on the Equibase 
Web site reveals the lifetime stats 
of James W. Casey as a trainer: 

4,259 starts, 734 wins, 636 seconds, 
635 thirds, combined earnings of 
$10,668,098.
